Toronto, Aug, 1.-—Arohbishop Walsh 
is dead! Such was tho news which at 
midnight spread over the city and created 
the most unfeigned regrot on every hand, 
It could hardly be baligved, for, a yweok 
or two ago the eminent prelate was in 
the best of health, discharging his im- 
portant duties, The accident His Graco 
sus*ained three weoks ago, whilat inspoct- 
ing tho proposud now cometery in North 
‘Yoronto, was believed to only trivial, and 
to necessitate but o temporary with-

negotiations far beyond the mere submis- 
sion of terms of poaco by the United 
States, and reaching the point of a pro- 
liminary basis of peace beweon tho Goy- 
ernmont of Spain and the Government of 
the United States, needing only the 
ratification of tho Madrid Cabinet of 
What was done to bring the war to an 
end, This was accomplished on the part 
of Spain when Ambassador Cambon 
prosentod to the President credentials he 
had recelvyed from the Spanish Govern- 
mont, appointing him Envoy Extraerdin- 
ary and Plenipotentiary, with complete 
instructions as to tho matter of acting 
upon oyory one of the poace conditions 
presented by the United States, including 
the disposition of Cuba, Porto Rico, the 
Philippines, the Ladrones, indemnity, 
armistice, and all other questions likely to 
ariso in the course of the negotiations. 

With these crodentials authorizing him 
to speak as plonipotentiary for the Goy- 
ornmont of Spain and with full instruo- 
tions on every point at issue, Ambas-

THE QUEBEC CONFERENCE, 

Tho Conference which has been arranged 
to take place between representatives of 
the United States Government and Ling- 
land will meet on the 23rd in the 
Ancient Capital of Canada, Quebec. 

This Conforonce, while Imperial in char 
acter, is principally in the interests of Can 
ada, therefore its proceedings will bo 
watched with no little interest. 

The Commission has been appointed to 
consider, and, if possible, settle the diflor- 
ences between Canada and the United 
States which in the past have created no 
little friction, The questions upon which 
there is so much dispute, and which will 
in all probability be considered by the com- 
mission, include the following : 

Atlantic and Pacific coast fisheries and 
fisheries in inland waters contiguous to 
tho frontier. 

Fur seals in Behring Sea and the North 
Pacific Ocean, 

Delimitation of 
boundary. 

Alien labor laws. 

Transportation of merchandise in bond 
through the United States and Canada, 

Nayal vessels on the lakes. 

Mining rights of citizens of one country 
within the territory of the other, 

Reciprocity of trade. 

The conveyance of persons in custody of 
officers of oae country through tho tersi- 
tory of the other. 

Tho United States will be represented 
by John W. Foster, J. A. Kasson, Senat-

We shall be sur- 
prised ‘f any objections are offered on the 
part of Canada, 

The composition of that Conference is 
not what Canada should have had. We 
hope we may be mistaken in the attitude 
which it is feared the Canadian Commis- 
sioners will take in dealing with the im- 
portant questions to be considered. 

When Sir Wilfred Laurier's speeches ip 
Boston and at St. Thomas, for which even 
the Globe was constrained to rebuke him, are 
considered,and his interview with a reporter 
from Chicago, immediately after tho last 
general election, in which he refe.sed to 
the treaty regulating the fisheries, as 
barbarous, etc ; also John Charlton's known 
views upon trade questions, and his 
pro-United States feelings and leanings, 
added to Sir Richard Cartwright’s Boston 
speech, in which he pointed out, that 
Canada might,under certain circumstances, 
become the Northern States of the Union, 
not much can be expected from such men 
in the way of keenly watching Canadian 
interests, Let us hope, in this particular, 
as upon the tariff, office has effected a 
change. Otherwise the worst may be 
expected. 

People have wondored, and still ask, 
how itis that the Minister of Justice has 
been omitted in the selection of delegates, 
and such a man as Charlton chosen.

The Magistrate Reserves His 
Decision as to Trying any of 
the Prisoners—Mr, Baines 
Testifies—The Safe and Its 
Contents—His Rare Coins 
Were in it—Pare’s Sensa- 
tional Story. : 





Naranek, Aug. 2—Tho court open 1 
rather late. B. Bs. Osler, Q. O., was the 
chief new figure among the membors,of 
the bar. ” 

Acting County Crown Attorney Her- 
rington read a now information arraigning 
the three prisoners Holden, Mackie and 
Ponton jointly upon one ipfoi.nation. 
Argument by Barristers Osler and Porter 
ensued over this matter, the latter claim- 
ing that the new charge was to prevent 
Ponton’s being tried by Magistrate Daly. 
After lengthy argument and much citing 
of sections of the Criminal Code, the new 
information was read and answered to by 
Mackie and Ponton with ‘Not Guilty” 
and by Holden’s not saying a word. 

The Magistrate reserves his decision 
concerning whether he will try the two 
prisoners Mackie and Ponton summarily 
or not, 


The Crown then proceeded to produce 
evidence suflicient to effect a committal of 
the prisoners. 


Mr. Baines, ex-manager of the Napanee 
bank was present, In, his evidence he 
described the safe and the amount of 
money in it onthe night of the robbery. 
Iu his compartment of the inner safe, he 
said there was $2,( 0 in gold, $3,0C) sign- 
ed bills and $10,653) unsign i bills, be- 
sides a bag of rare coins,” The witness 
was withdrawn, with the intimation that 
he would be called again in rebuttal. 


PARE ON THE STAND. 


He Tells his Story in Court--How the 
Plot was Conceived. 


The bright particular witness of the 
crown is prisoner Pare, who was greetci 
with eager expectation when he tvok the 
stand. He told his story under the lead- 
ing of Mr. Osler in a straightforward 
fashion that betokend truth. 

His first connection with the Napanee 
robbery began when he received a letter 
from John Roach, of Toronto, to meet him 
‘ at Belleville, and he went to Belleville and 

yisited the Dominion Honse, but did not 
see Roach and then went to Montreal and 
met Roach by accident in the afternoon 
and ia the evening by appointment he met 
Holden and Roach in Victoria Square and 
the Napanee job wae discussed and these 
three came west, Holden and Pare stop- 

ing oft at Kingston, Roach going on to 

elleville to see Mackie and the whole four 
met shortly in Belleville and came down 
to Napanee. Pareand Roach camped out 
in the g ove near the river. 

Mackie went home to Belleville at nights 
and returned to Napanee in the afternoon, 

This continued all through June, and by 
reason of his association with Holden, 
Mackie and Roach, Pare heard of an 
attempt that had been made upon the bank 
in the winter, when a hole was bored in 
the side of the safe in order to punch off 
the bolts at the back of the safe door. 
This attempt did not succeed. 

The next scheme was to hold up a party 
of card players in the bank, among whom 
would be the man who had the combination 
and extort the combination, open tho sate 
and get the swag. 

A man in the bank was said to be favor- 
able to this scheme. 

Pare did not hear his name while this 
schome held fire. It was planned to have 
the manin the bank take the man who 
had the combination out for a bicycle ride 
along the cemetery road and Holden, Pare, 
Mackie and Roach were to waylay the two 
and force out the combination. 

This scheme, as wollas the holding up 
one, Pare said he opposed becauso they 
meant bloodshed and Nae admitted that he 
had learned that $10,000 in Government 
bonds were in the bank at a certain time 
and in discussing what would be done with 
this when it was got, Mackie said he knew 
a lawyer in Belleville who could turn it in- 
tomoney, ‘The court rose at 12:45 p, m. 
and resumed Pare's evidence at 2 p.m,

WEST ZORRA’S DEFICIT. 


The Peenliar Bookkeeping of the Town- 
ship's Accounts as Discl a by 
the Provinelal Auditor, 














tock, Aug. 2.—A sensation has 
beon caused here and throughout the 
whole of tho County of Oxford, by the 
report of the provincial auditor in regard 
to un inyestigation into tho financlal 
affairs of the Township of West Zorra. 

The report was handed down yesterday, 
and it shows that the period covered by 
the audit is six years, from Jan. 1, 1892, 
to Dec. 81, 1897, 

From Jan., 1892, to March, 18%4, 
George Innos, now of Woodstock, was 
olerk und treasurar. Ho was succeeded in 
both offices by FE. L. Sutherland. 

The auditor, roforring to tho mothod 
of bookkooping followed by both these 
men, aflirms that neither of thom kept a 
cash book, They had mado entries from 
the papers held as youchors directly from 
the ledger. Where no youchers were 
ayallable the entries, especially the 
reevipts, had been apparently made from 
memory. - As a rosult there are, to put it 
as mildly as possible, Uregularities. 

When Mr. Innes was in office the 
auditor finds orrors chiefly against tho 
township, making a total now due to the 
municipality of $460.21. Tho auditor, 
however, is inclined to tho belief that the 
bookkeeping and carelessness on the part 
of Mr. Innos in kooping his own funds 
and those of tho township, aro the causos 
of the mistakes, He does not think there

He had learned that Mr. Mitchell had been 
at work and had secured a spike and nail 
factory, which he intended to bring here 
as an adjunct to his business. In addition 
to this, the people connected with him 
were already becoming interestcd in the 
North Hastings mines. Mr. Mitchell was 
aware that they were treating with another 
iron firm/in another city and had express- 
ed the opinion that the two industries 
could work together. In concluding, the 
Mayor urged the Council to give the by- 
law a first reading and allow it to go to the 
people. Tha members of the Council 
would incur a very great responsibility if 
they threw the by-law out; the people 
desire an ePeckcanisy of voting upon it, 
let them take the onus of rejecting it. He 
reminded the Aldermen that upon their 
votes depended the future history of 
Belleville. 


Ald. Doyle said he was sorry he had to 
oppose the by-law, but after reading the 
contract over carefully he felt compelled to 
take that course. 


Ald Starling couldn’t understand the 
idea of a Council voting it down on the 
first reading. As representatives of the 
people they had no right to refuse them 
the privilege of voting upon it. It was a 
matter of too vital importance to be crush- 
ed in the Council. 


Ald. Hungerford thought it would be a 
very arbitrary proceeding to deny the 
people the opportunity of voting upon it, 

Ald. Lott said that they as Aldermen 
hada perfect right to throw it out. It 
meant an expenditure of $600 for the sub- 
mission of the by-law, which he would not 
support, 

Ald Hungerford read from the Ixrrt- 
LIGENCER to prove that Ald. Lott was one 
of those who voted on May 26th to accept 
the agreement. 

Ald. Lott said that there was no definite 
agreement before them then, 


Ald. Doyle would oppose the agreement 
on its merits. The city were virtually to 
purchase his plant and he was not bound 
in any way to remunorate the city.

Last year 
tha actuc! revenue had exceeded the esti- 
mated revenue by $374 37, and this year 
we have $300 more from therelevator. He 
thought the Executive could make it 23 
mills and economize for the balance of the 
year. Then there was $1500 premium on 
the $13000 debentures left from last year, 
lying in the bank. 

Ald. Starling said that this $1,500 was 
required by law to be placed in the sinking 
fund. 

The Mayor read from last year's report 
showing that while the actual reyenue 
exceeded the estimated revenue by $337, 
the actual expenditure exceeded the esti- 
mated expenditure by $1742, making an 
excess of expenditure of $1367. 

In regard to the item of $7000 for the 
Waterworks Co., Ald. Panter asked if the 
agreement was still in force, 


Ald. Bogart said they would pay the

that tho accident accurred, ‘The Cornwall 
oxpross was jast running in at the depot 
and the noise of her approach prevented 
the threo gentlemen from noticing the 
pilot engine coming up the siding, Adam- 
son and Kennedy had just time to jump, 
but Mr, Simpson was a little slower and 
was cut down, ‘The engine was stopped as 
soon as possible and the unfortunate man 
was picked up, but he only breathed once 
or twice and oxpired, He was not mangl- 
ed or sutupinany way, but his bones 
were all broken, 

Tho news was telegraphed here at once 
and the Rey. J. J. Rice conveyed the sad 
tidings to his wife, who, of course, is heart 
broken. The remains will arrive here this 
afternoon and the funeral will take place 
to-morrow afcernoon under Masonic 
auspices, F 

Mr. Adamson, who is not in very good 
health, was so overcome by the sad event 
that he is now under a physician's care at 
Brockvillo. 

Mr. Simpson was one of the best known 
and best liked ongineers on the Grand 
Trunk. He was born in Pennsylvania 44 
years ago, but spent the most of his life in 
this city. He wagon the road from child- 
hood, and by faithtal and intelligent ser- 
vice had won the respect and confidence 
of the officials of the road. Among his 
brother railroadere Mr. Simpson was de- 
servedly popular, being 6f a genial and 
manly disposition, end his sad death has 
cast a gloom over the whole fraternity. 
Mr. Simpson was a member of Belleville 
Lodge I.0.0.F,, and of Moira Lodge A.F 
and A.M. He carried $4000 insurance. 
Mr. Simpson was an adherent of the 
Methodist Charch. A wife and three 
children survive him. His oldest son 
Frank, left on the afternaon train yester- 
day for Chicago, where he intended visit- 
ing friends, but he was wired this morning 
to return.

Incidents of his Prison Life— 
His Attempt to Humbug 
Cullen—A Man of Many 
Crimes—Still in the Box. 


(Special to the INTELLIGENCER.) 

Napanoe, 11.156 a, m. Aug. 3.—Tho 
morning session opened with a great crowd 
in the court antl hundreds around the 
doors.” 

Mr, Porter began the crogs-examination 
of Pare, and Pare gave as his aliases Howard, 
Bellinger and “Old George.” He was 
born in St, Thomas, Que., 56 years ago 
and had a common school education and 
learned the printer's art. He was a hotel 
keeper in Montreal, and after living in De- 
troit two years ho returned to Montreal 
and fell into loose habits. For robbing a 
till he got three months in gaol. Then he 
drifted down to Quebec, where he got sey- 
en years. in St. Vincent de Paul for rob- 
bing a safe, 

Mr. Porter then took up the life of the 
man while at St. Vincent de Paul pen- 
itentiary. 

The first episode was when Pare caused 
4n investigation, when he charged Deputy 
Warden Ouimet with accepting $300 as a 
bribe to assist two convicts to escape, An 
investigation was held, but Ouimet was 
declared innocent, as the man who had 
given an aflidavit corroborating Puare's 
evidence could never be found, and after 
Pare had been in Pfison four years, he had 
an interview with Detective Cullen, of 
Montreal, and Pare told Cullen there was 
to be an attempt upon St. Lambert Bank, 
Montreal and thata man’in the bank was 
favorable. 

The witness very unwillingly answered 
questions under cross-examination, and 
contradicted himself frequently. Pare de- 
clared that the reason he told Oullen about 
the contemplated attempt upon the St. 
Lambert bank was to get his liberty aud 
procure a little money. 


When Pare got out of prison he worked 
in Montreal, where he cracked a safe and 
got $380. He‘was arrested but broke gaol 
and went to Manchester, New Hampshire. 
The warrant for his arrest is still out in 
Montreal. He went to New Hampshire, 
where he was arrested for raiding a store. 
He got 4 years in Concord penitentiary. 





Then he went to Manchester, then to 
Detroit, then to Cleveland, then to 
Toronto. 


He came to Toronto in May, 1897. He 
got two letters, one from his sister and one 
from Jack Roach, He was surprised to 
geb the one from Roach, as it was the first 
he had ever received from him, He stay- 
ed one day in 'loronto and then came down 
to Belleville.

THE ONTARIO SymistaTURE AND 
THE COURTS. 

‘Tho issue raised by the Hon. Mr. Hardy 
in asking the now Ontario Legislature to 
decide what an old Ontario Legislature 
meant when it passed a certain act, is of 
far greater importance to the people of 

Canada, remarks tho Montreal Star, than 

the fate of the Hardy Government, or tho 

question whether or not election constables 
should be permitted to vote. It is a fun- 
damental principle of British constitution- 
al government that the legislative, oxecu- 
tive and judicial functions of the govern- 
ment should be maintained distinct and 
independent of each other and any trespass 
upon the perrogatives of one of these 
branches by either of the others is danger- 
ous to the interests of the nation. In the 
caso of the functions of the judiciary hoing 
ther by the Legislature or by 
the tive, an offence is committed 
which isa menace to the liberties of the 
people. : 

The issue which Mr. Hardy has raised 
{s nothing less than this: whether the 
executive may use a servile majority of 
the Legislature to usurp the functions of 
Cihelsoma rain a cave.in which Mass great 
and direct interest. 

The new Legislature has an undoubted 
right to amend any of the laws passed 
by its predecessors, and to say what 
the law shall be, but it is for the courts 
and the courts alone to interpret the 
law as itstands. For the Legislature to 
step in while cases are actually pending 
before the courts and to presume to dic- 
tate to the courts how they shall interpret 
in these cases'a law which admittedly was 
a law before that Legislature existed is an 
outrage upon the constitution and a cari- 
cattire upon British’ justice.

Witness here described Ponton's 
rooms, ‘here wore three rooms, Tho first 
rooin had a window, and in a box out- 
side in the passage were some tin bores, 
Tho first room was not furnished, but 
there was a ourtain on. the window; in 
the second room were a carpet, rocking 
chair and another lounge or sofa, one 
window, and a door leading into the 
bedroom. They divided the money in tho 
bedroom, which containod a bed, a 
bureau, washstand, tablo and carpot. 

Paro was asked about Maokio's trip 
last winter, He said that Maokile and 
Holden had talked about the breaking 
down of the rig, and joked; he heard 
thdreswas «4 lay suit over the smashing 
of tho rig; came back to Oanada last 
apting, Aprit 18 or 20, and visited the 
lice where Ponton’s money was. 
‘‘Holdén was with me, Tho night of tho 
robbery, while I was putting the mony 
in the bag. I counted a small package of 
$60 bills, I put thom in my pooket. 
Holden said what was that, and I told 
him, [then put them in the bag. Lasked 
him if he remembered having any 60's, 
and he said no, Holden thought I bad 
them in my pooket.

Owing, I belieye, to the unsettled con- 
ditions of certain branches of trade in the 
Adjoining Republic arising, out of the 
war with Spain, and to the duty imposed 
by tho tariff of that nation on lumber 
when imported, the lumber market haw 
nob beer as active as In. former years. I 
am pleased to bé able to state that ship- 
ments to the British markots have greatly 
increased, and that satisfactory prices 
have been obtained. 

The work of the commission appointed 
Just year to eliquire into the practicabil- 
ity of proserving and restoring the white 
pine upon lands in the Province not 
adapted for agricultural purposes er for 
settlement, and whose preliminary report 
With recommendations was presented last 
session. has been continued during the 
year. Tho final report of the commis- 
slonors is expected to be completed and 
ready for distribution during the session; 
in that cuse a measure, supplementary of 
the Forest Reserves Act of last session, 
may be submitted for your consideration. 


Right of Certain Electors to Vote. 


In yiew of the great number of election 
potitions awaiting trial, it fs desirable to 
facilitate their disposal by the ceurts and 
on tho expenie and labor of the 
trinls os far as may be practicable, and 
so that they may, if possible, be disposed 
of by the time this Assembly may again 
meet in the early part of the coming 
year. To this end a bill will be submitted 
for your consideration making provision 
for the speedy determination of the quas- 
tion of the right of electors to yote who 
haye been called upon or appointed by the 
returning officer or deputy returning 
officers under the Election Act to act as 
constables or special constables on olection 
or polling day, or to perform other work 
or public duties cofrrectod with the eleo- 
tion, ana for other purposes. 

Provincial Fisheries. 

The long contested question between 
the Governments of Ganada and ~ the 
Provinoes relating to the rights in and 
over Proyinolal fisheries has at length 
been finally decided by the Imperial 
Privy Council, Leases of fishing rights 
in Provincial waters and licenses and 
permits to fish in Provincial waters haye 
heretofore been granted by tho Dopart- 
ment of Marino and Fisheries under thy 
laws and rogulationa of the Dominion, 
he judgment of the Privy Council has 
dotermined that the right to fish in 
Provinoial waters, including the waters 
of the great Jakes and international and 
inter-proyincilal rivers, can be granted 
only by the Provinces, and that tho 
royenues derlyablo therefrom are payablo 
to tho Proyinclal Government. ‘The 
regulations a8 to the time atid manner in 
which fish may bo taken, tho instruments 
of capture which may be omployed, the 
fixing of close seasons, ana some othor 
minoramatters of regulation are by the 
judgment declared to be subject wholly 
to Dominion legislation; and the Govern 
mont of the Dominion is held entiticd to 
impose a tax for revenue purposes as a 
coudition of the right to fish, It is dusir 
ablo in’ the public Interest to make 
further provision for tho due administra- 
tlon ty tho Provinco of the important 
rights and interests which are now 
definite nortained to belong to the 
Province, and for the collection of the 
bill

Seattle, Wash., Aug. 2.—On the steamer 
Discovery, which has arrived from Alaska.

$125,000, is the owner of a claim on Bonan- 
za Creek, He was formerly a member of 
the Mounted Police.

Most of the arrivals here were traders 
who went in early in the spring with small 
outfits, which they disposed of at a small 
profit.

No river boats had arriyed at Dawson 
from St. Michael's for some time, and the 
people were becoming apprehensive that 
iower river navigation was about over for 
the season. The conditions at Dawson have 
undergone no changes since the Jast advices 
from toere.” The situation of the idle men, 
of whom there is a great number, is becom- 
ing a matter of serious import. Most of 
them have no means and sre unable to get 
employment in Dawson or at the mines. 
Some dave about exhausted the small stores 
of such supplies as they took in, and are 
unab'e to do any prospecting. A great exo- 
dus of this class will soon begin. Itis gen- 
erally observed that the vicinity of Dawson 
is no pita for a poor man and that the only 
class having any business there are men 
with capital.

An Indian Identifies Holden and Mac- 
kle--The Masks and Gags That 
Were not Used Found. 


Napanee, Aug. 4.-—A big Indian crow4- 
ed his way into the court room this after- 
noon, cast a glance at tho man on the 
three-cornered stool on the witness stand 
and said; ‘* That's um.” Before he could 
yot another word out of his mouth he was 
hustled out of the room. The Indian was 
John Hill, who lives in a log cabin half 
way between Belleville and Napanee, at 
Mud Creek. The prosecution will ask Hill 
to tell what he knows of the prisoners, and 
it is said Hill will swear that Mackie and 
Holden were at his house on the waggon 
trip, which, Pare says, they made between 
Belleville and Napanee, when the first at- 
tempt was mado to rob the bank and when 
the hole was drilled in the side of the safe. 

The Crown has a wooden box full of 
goods, the sight of which will cause the 
court room audience to stand up as is their 
wont and crane their necks. Karly in 
May, 1897, James Richardson, a Napanee 
carter, was carrying ties on the Bay of 
Quinte railroad when he found hidden be- 
side a tie a number of ropes, gags and other 

paraphernalia of the professional crook. 
Bounty Constable Sills has the stuff. 
There are three gags made out of muslin, 
rolled around sections of clothesline, three 
foot pleces of rope, two old slouch hats and 
two masks made out of brown striped coat 
lining. The procution say that this was 
the outfit prepared by Holden, Mackie and 
Roach when the **hold-up” scheme was 
evolved. Pare’s arrival and his subsequent 
advice that an attempt to rush the bank 
would be futile rendered these things 
useless, 

The counsel for the defonce say that 
the ropes, gags and so forth will be ssen 
by the prisoners for the first time when 
they are produced in ccurt.

I would havo no less appreciation of 
the Bible on paper that comos out of tho 
paper mill, but I would urge approcin- 
tion of the Bible in the grass, the Bible 
in the sand hill, tho Biblo in the geran- 
jum, tho Bible in tho asphodol, tho Bible 
in the dust. Somo one asked an ancient 

king whethor bo had seen the ocolipse of 
tho sun ‘'No,"' said ho. “I havo so 
much to atudy on earth I have no time 
to look at heayen.’’ And if our faculties 
wore all awako in tho atudy of God we 
would not have time to go much farthor 
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-cannot obliterate, Bishop Babington had 





I hayo no foar 
that natural religion will over contradict 
what wo call reyealod religion. I havo no 
sympathy with tho followors of Aristotle, 
who after tho telosxcope was invented 
would not look throngh it lost it contra- 
flict some of tho thoorles of thoir gront 
master, I shall be glad to put against 
one iid of the Bible ths microscope and 
against the other lid of the Biblo the 
tolescope. 

But when Christ stooped down anit 
wroto on the ground what did ho writo? 
Tho Phariseos did not stop to oxamino, 
‘Tho cowards, whippod of tholr own con- 
sciences, fed pollmoll, Nothing will flay 
& man Iko an aroused consclonce, Dr, 
Stovens, in his ‘History of Mothodinm,”’ 
says that whon Rey. Bonjamin Abbott 
of olden tithes was proaching. ho 
oxolaimed, ‘For aught I know thore may 
be o murdorer in this house.’’ Anda 
man roso from tho oatomblagoe and 
Atarted for the door and bawled aloud, 
confessing to a murder he had committed 
15 years hofore, And no wondor those 
Pharisxoos, rominded of thoir sina, took to 
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from the olroumstances, He might hav 
written othor th\igs, but kneoling there 
in the temple, surrounded by a pack of 
hypooritos who were a folf appointed 
constabulary and haying in his presence 
a porsoouted woman, who ovidontly was 
yory penitent for her sins, I am suro ho 
wrote two words, both of them graphio 
and tremendous and revorberating, and 
tho ono word was ‘‘hypoorisy,”’ and the 
other word wna ‘‘forgiveness.’’ 

From the way these Pharisees and 
goriboa yaoated the premises and got out 
into the fresh air os Christ, with just 
one ironical sentence, unmasked them 
I know thoy wore first class bypooritos

the ground that day by the fiogor of 
Ubrist was ‘the awful word hypocrisy.

of God. Amon."’ ‘Stop!'? says the 
martyr. ‘‘Don't say ‘in the name of

For a pair of noyioos, Messrs. Petty- 
pleco and Clarke certainly monopolized 
uttontion. well, though of course; the 
circumstances and surroundings awero 
propitious, 

Tho moyer of the address in reply, Mr, 
Pottyploco of Kast Lambton, spoke for 
nearly an hour, It was a successful 
speech for a noyitlate. After touching 
upon thoso parts of tho Speech upon 
which all were ngreed, he touched upon 
the question of tho rights of constables 
to vote, For thirty years they had stood 
gaord over the polling booths and had 
yoted like other British subjects. He con 
sidered, thorofore, that the measuro to bo 
submitted would bo* just and right, 
bocanse it was as rauch 4 orlme to rob a 
ran of his franchise as to steal his 
goods, Constablos wore a necossity ant 
they had a right to vote. Ho indignantly 
donied that he was fighting to keep his 
own sont, as Conservatives charged, Ho 
concluded by formally moving thanks to 
His Honor for his gracious speech, 

Mr, Clarko of Wost Northumberland 
spoke {4 a most humorous vein, In fact 
his speoch was quite Landorkinosque, Ho 
manifosted considerable assurance, boldly 








bearing with tho occasional ridicule of 
tho Opposition, He mado one or two 
breaks. One of them was in gratuitous- 


ly denying any intention on the part of 
tho Speaker to Jump Into tho portfolios 
vacated by tho fallon Ministers, ‘Cho 
House laughed as Mr. Clarke went on 
to say thac ho could not seo where the 
opening had boon in the past two years. 
“If you aro the true man this House 
says you aro,’’ said ho, ‘‘nobody could 
aceuse you of haying an eyo on a position 
in that way.’’ (Laughter.) Mr, Clarke 
touched briefly on tho question of tho 
constable vote, confining himsolf to 
arguing that the constables, being men 
21 years of ago and citizens of tho 
proyince, had a right to yoto. 
Mr. Whitney's Master Effort, 

Mr. Whitney moyed the adjournment 
of the debate and after recess rose to 
reply. In tho space of two hours ho gayo 
tho Goyernment the most scathing 
arraignment from which they have suffer- 
od in many years. Tho confidence ox- 
pressod by tho voople in Mr, Whitney at 
tho polls bas apparently given him more 
contidence in himself. The fact that he 
had all bnt overthrown Mr. Hardy on 
March 1, seomed to inspire himtyith 
vigor and decision. He confined himself 
largely to a castigation of Mr, Hardy 
for retaining Messrs. Dryden and Gibson, 
the fallon Ministers, in his Cabinet and 
quoted a yolume of precedents to show 
that this was contrary to constitutional 
practice, both in this country and in 
Great Britain. 

Ho opened by gensrously congratulat- 
ing tho mover and seconder of tho reply. 
Tho moyer, ho said, was well ablo to 
take care of himself and of tho-Goyorn- 
ment, but the Houso perhaps might have 
wished to notice «a littlo loss asperity in 
his manner. ‘Tho secondor, however, 
admitted that he had ao difloult task, 
while tho othor was disposed to defend 
everything and gave the impression that 
ho was a thick and thin supporter par 
oxcellonco of tho Goyernment. If tho 
poor, down-troddon Grit constablo suffor- 
od, ho suffered becauso of the slackness 
of the Government, If the Government 
knew that a procodont oxisted for thoir 
presont action, why did they not seo it 11 
long yeara ago. Why did thoy not hasten 
to protect tho rights and privileges of tho 
people of this proyince long ago and not 
allow benighted and bigoted Conserya- 
tlyes to deprive them of it. He would 
not discuss the moasure in detail, but ho 
would say enough to haye tho psople 
understand that the Goyernment was on 
its dofenco, Ho was not attacking any 
man’s yoto, but simply desired to say 
that the law should govern that yoto. 
‘Lhe Governmont, on tho other hand, was 
saying that the law should not. 

Who, he asked, was meant by the 
irrosponsible figuroheads, which the 
mover claimed had brought up this legal 
question? They woro certainly British 
subjects and possessed of tho franchiso, 
which was equivalent to saying that they 
wore tho equal of the honorablo gentlo- 
men opposite, Howevor much the Goy- 
ernmont supportors might sneor at them, 
they doseryed and would recelye due 
crodit from the poople.

HID THEIR CHARITY. 
Tho Good Samaritan, as Vinyed by Dr. 
Gannett and Bishop de Choverus. 

The Rey. Dr. Gannett on ono occasion 
spoke in words of the most sincero admi- 
ration of M. de Cheyorns, tho first Roman 
bishop of Boston, says ©. F. B. Miel in 
The Atlantlo, He told me this story: 

Abandoned in a miscrablo cabin outside 
of Boston was an infirm negro. The bishop 
found him out, and without Informing 
any ono overy evening after his day's du- 
ties quictly mado his way to the cabin and 
spent his timo with this afMlicted creature, 
washing and dressing his sores, making 
his bed and providing for his yarious 
wants. A servant, who romarked that on 
the bishop's return his coat was covered 
with dust and feathers, wondered where 
his master went, and followed him afar 
off on ono of his excursions. Looking be- 
tween the loose thnbers which made the 
wall of the cab.n, he saw the man of God 
eng 1 in his work of mercy, 

Dr. Gannett told mo this story witha 
kind of adiniration for such devotion on 
the part of a prelate. Little did ho sup- 
pose that I myself would surpriso him in 
tho exercise of a no less humblo and 
Christlike charity. 

I had been told that a certain German 
teacher, Professor Sherb, was lying 11 in 
a cold and comfortless attic in a miserable 
quarter of thecity, and bad no one to take 
care of him. At my first {roo moment I 
sought tho lodging of this poor man, but 
Dr. Gannett was therobeforeme. I found 
him at the door with a broom in his hand, 
with which he had been sweeping the 
room of thotnyalid. 1 entered and found 
the sick man sitting up In front of a newly 
lighted fire,carofully rolled up in a blanket, 
eating grapes which had been brought 
him by the good Samaritan, Tho mat- 
tress had been remoyed from the bed, the 
shects had beon put out to air, the meager 
furnishings of the room had been put in 
order, and all this by the hand of my ex- 
cellent friend, who appeared quite con- 
fused when caught in the act. 









CHINESE SHOES. 


Most of Those Scen Hore Come From Can- 
ton—Their Construction and Cost. 


The thick soled, white cdged shoes secon 
upon the feet of the Chinanien in this city 
aro all imported from China, most of them 
from Canton, where they are made by 
hand. ‘Tho white edgo is of a thick, rigid 
sole, mado of a waterial resembling plas- 
ter, and if it becomes dirty can be cleaned 
and whitened again. Some shocs have 
tho wide white edge of this sole finished 
with a glazed or polished surface, which 
can be cleaned by rubbing it with a damp 
cloth, 

The bottom soles of these shoes are 
made of a nuneber of layers of rather thin 
leather placed one upon: another, making 
o built up sole, This sole is ‘stitched 
through and through in many places on 
regular lines, giving the bottom of the 
solo a sort of quilted offect. This work is 
neatly and trimly done, cyen on tho cheap 
shoes. ‘There are some Chinose shoes with- 
out the charactoristio thick white cdyed 
soles and provided with soles of leather 
only. 

The top of the Chineso shoo Is of cloth 
or silk or satin and the lining of the same 
material. Velyet is often uscd on tho top, 
cut in patterns that aro Jaid over the body 
of the shoo, which may be of silk or satin 
in some bright color, while tho yelyct may 
be of black, producing picturesque and 
striking effects. Costly shoos are mado of 
fine materials and are often richly em- 
broldcred. Chinese shoes of the rogular 
style, with tho thick, white edged sole and 
the leather bottom sole and cloth top, may 
be bought for ns little as $1 a pair. Hand- 
somo Chinesw shoes may bo bought for $2 
and upward a pair. Chineso shocs worn 
by persons of rank may be much more ox: 
ponsive, costing for shoes worn with court 
dress from $20 to $50 and more.—New 
York Sun,

Mr. Whitnoy and his following will fight 
that clause of Mr. Hardy's bill which is to 
provide that if any member be unseated by 
the courts by reason of tho constable vote, 
the other candidate shall not be declr ‘ed 
elected; but another election shall be held. 

The Opposition declares its ability to un- 
seat the whole eight members whose seats 
are assailed under his head. As the law 
stands, if these eight men were unseated 
by reason of the illegal constable vote, 
their onponents would be declared elected, 
and the resulting difference of sixteen 
yotes on division would wipe the Hardy 
Government out of ex‘sten >, 





AS BAD AS AT FURST, 

The Conservatiue Leaders say, thore- 
fore, that Mr. Hardy's new proposicion is 
ag bad asthe original one. The original 
proposition to enact retroactive legisla- 
lation, they say, was bad enough, but the 
question might have been fought on its 
meri‘s. The new proposition is not so 
frank. It ostonsibly leaves the matter to 
the court», but in reality it demands that 
it be settled in the Legislature by the 
votes of the men who are personally con- 
cernc]. If the courts should decide that 
the constables had the right to vote, 
notbing more could be said. But if the 
court should decide that the con- 
stables had not had the right to 
vate, then the constobles would be 
declared to have voted illegally. And if 
the constables voted illegally, their votes 
should be thrown out ; only the votes that 
had been cast legally would be counted and 
the Opposition candidates would be declar- 
¢ L elected on the scrutiny, The new prob- 
lem of the Government is on record so far 
as the provision for an early reference to 
the courts is concerac 1. It is all wrong in 
respect of the clause that provides that in 
the event of the unseating of any of the 
members whose seat is assailed under this 
head, the Opposition candidate is not to 
be declared elected. This is the ground 
which the Opposition speakers will take. 
The matter has not yet been discussed by 
the leaders in a body, but individual lead- 
ers outlined the Opt vsition tactics.

“As n rule, womon wash their faces too 
frequently,’ says Euphemian Woods in 
“How to Hayo a Fine Complexion’ in 
The Woman's Home Companion, 

“It is farfrom being the best way to 
clean tho face, moro especially where rain- 
water cannot be procured. That may bo 
used quite frequently, but soap should not 
be applied oftener than three times a 
week. Pure, imported castile soap, such 
4s surgeons use, should be given tho prof- 
eronce. Use it at night only and with hot 
water; thon rinse the face with clear, cold 
water. In the morning cold water should 
be used in preference to hot. If you do 
not have rainwater, throw a pinch of 
powdered borax Into the washbow]l, but 
uso it sparingly if your skin is more alka- 
lino than acid, You can discoyer this by 
wiping your face with litmus paper when 
you aro perspiring. Bluo Itmus paper 
turns red when it touches an acid, and the 
red paper turns blue whon exposed to an 
alkall. On no account must you uso soap 
on your face excopt with rainwater. Soap 
in hard water forms o scum which, even 
though quite Invisible, clogs the pores, of- 
ten causing pimples and blackheads and 
always giving tho skin a faded appear- 
ance. ‘Throw away powders, washes, 
pomndos, lotions of eyery doseription, 
Withont doubt there are somo very good 
preparations on the market, but how are 
you to know that you aro using the one 
that best sults your skin? A akin that is 
distinctly pcid roquires very different 
preparations from one that is alkaline,

the skin that causos tan and sunburn. If

EROS AMINATION 





The Story Gone Over Again--Holden 
Planted the Money--Other Details 
of Much Interest--Pushing Pare’s 
Cross-Examination. 


(Special to the INTELLIGENCER.) 

Naraner, Aug. 10.—At nine o'clock 
this morning, Chief Adams and County 
Constable Sills unearthed in the police 
cells the two keys buried there by Pare 
when he lodged in the cell as vagrant seven 
days before the robbery. One key was 
of brass.

This section prov des 
that the by-law shall not come into force 
unless and until it has first been submitted 
to a vote of the electors according to the 
provisions in this Actin regard to by-laws 
requiring the assent of the electors. Sec- 
tion 823 of the Municipal Act provides that 
“in onse a by-law requires the assent of the 
eleotors before the final passing thereof the 
following proceedings shall, except in cases

TESTIMONY 
HIGHLY” IMPORTANT 


Pare, Holden and Mackie Shown to 
Have Been Together at and Near 
Napanee == Holden and Mackie 
Identified by an Indian on Their 
Return from Napanee in February, 
1897. 


Napanee, Aug. 11.—When court opened 
this morning High Constable Sills took the 
stand and testified to having arrested Pare 
and Holden on Aug. Ist, 1897. He also 
tostified to the discovery of the keys in the 
station. 

The defence tried to adduce evidence to 
show that the detectives were anxious to 
connect Ponton, but the Magistrate ruled 
out all questions bearing on this point. 

The Indian, John G. Hill, took the 
stand and identified Holden and Mackie as 
the two men who were at this placein Feb. 
1897. “I did not hear Holden’s name, 
but I had seen him in Belleville two or 
three times before. Mackie told me his 
name,” 

Nathan Mix, a farmer on the Wiggins 
lace, east of the station, testified that he 
Pad seen Mackie, Holden, Pare and Roach 
around his farmfrom June till the latter 
part of August. ** The man who came down 
on the train was called *the dude.’ 1 see 
the ‘dude’ in the corner of the prisoner's 
box,” said the witness, pointing ous Mack- 
ie. ‘One night I saw two men on the 
tracks. One had a light coat on. There 
was a bicycle up agains: the fence near the 
track that night.” This witness was not 
sure about Mackie, though he declared the 
rosemblance to ‘*the dude” was strong. 

Mrs. Mix followed in similar strain, but 
vo8itively identified Pare, Holden and 
achio as the tramps, 

Little Willio Mix made a good witness 
and told a story similar to that of his 
father and mother. 


Joha’ Long testified to having seen 
Holden and Mackie three successive morn- 
ings last summer between 6 and 7 o'clock. 

Frank Vanalstine was the last wicness, 
and he positively identified Pare, Holden 
aud Mackie as threo tramps that summer- 
ed last year on Hawley’s Point, about one 
mile east of the town. 


The court will adjourn to-morrow night 
till the Tuesday following.

THE GROWN FINDS THE KEYS 


Which Prisoner Pare Says He 
Hid in His Cell. 


Tho Cross-Examination ef the Crown's 
Chief Witness Was Continued Until 
Late in the Afternoon by Mr. Porter, 
Thou Brietly by the Counsel for Mackio 


and Holden—Cloarisg Questions by 





Crown Counsel—Two Discrepancies in 
His Evidence. 


Napanee, Aug. 11.—At 9 o'clock yos- 
terday High Constable Sills, Chief Adams 
and Detective Dougherty searched the 
cell ocoupded by Pare whon in the police 
station as a vagrant. They found the two 
keys which Pare says ho manufactured 
in the places In which Paro said yester- 
day that he hid them. A file about five 
inches long was also found. Pare never 
montioned this filo, Whe articles were 
takenfoharge of by the police. 

When the keys were taken to polico 
headquarters, ox-Manager Baines camo 
in and said: “Ponton's key was larger 
than mine.’’ Here ho was interrupted by 
Detective Deugherty's advising him not 
to say anything about the keys till the 
originals were produced. 

Mr. Porter resumed his cross-examina- 
thon of Pare, who mid that so far as he 
personally knew Ponton did not know 
where Holden ‘‘planted'’ the $5,000 tm 
good money and $2,000 in unsigned notes 
which Pare say¢ was Ponton's share. Mr, 
Porter got Pare to’state that it was about 
1.80 when he, Mackie and Holden left 
Ponton’s reom. They had ‘planted’ 
Ponton's money before the train easé 
passed. They did not board it, as % was 
going too fast. When he heard that Pon- 
ton was arrested he bad expected ‘‘the 
man in the bank’’ to look after himself. 
He aid not expect that Ponten would 
peach, . 

“You did not think he would do what 
your doing?’ asked Mr. Porter. 

“I shought he would gtve us away if 
there was any proof against him.” 

“If Ponton had mot been acquitted you 
expected be would give the game away?’ 

‘Yes, Ukely.’" 

‘Still you came to Napanee on the very 
day he was acquitted, where you were 
likely to be arrested?’ con#imned Mr. 
Porter.

Then Ponton was given $3,500 by Holden 
and $2,500 by Pare, in the presence of 
Jack Mackio. and he paid witness $65 for 
expenses and put the balance fn his pao- 
ket. Then he pushed Ponton out of the 
room and saw the last of him. He him- 
self bought a ticket for Ss.

After Paro iiid stated that all informa: 
tion abeut the money In the bank was 
given orally, he continued: ‘‘I was given 
no figures on slips of paper. I know of 
no shingle in Ponton’s room that had 
anything to do with the master.’’

Toronto, Aug. 11.~—Tho following fs 
from the August crop bulletin now in 
course of preparation by the Ontarlo Dé 
partment of Agriculture. Tho figures of 
acreage and ylold will be publishéd in a 
fow days: 

The Weather—Detatlod reports from 
the Toronto Observatory as to tho tom 
porature and proocipitation of tho three 
months from May to July inolusiye ind) 
cate that the mean tomporature during 
May and July was aboyo. tho average ab 
every station in the province, the differ 
once in the majority of cases being from 
one to four dogrees. Tho same is true as 
regards Juno, with the exception of one

station, where it was very slightly below 
tho average. The general mean average 
for the whole period was 63.9, as com 
pared with 61.7 degrees, the averago for 
the corresponding period for the previous 
sixteen years. Tho rainfall for May was 
nbout half an inch hess than the average, 





that for June very slightly in ‘excess of 
it, whilo the precipitation during July 
was only 1,11 inches, as cempared with 
the sixteen years’ average of the month 
of 2.68 inchos, or considerably lesa than 
one-half, ‘Lhe result of the high tempera- 
ture of Jnty, combined with the scanty 
rainfall, was to hasten the ripening of ail 
grain arops and advance the harvesting 
soason. 
Bost Crep of Fall Wheat. 

Fall Wheat--The crop of fall wheat is 
one of the best over hervested in the 
provinces, Both eust and west the yields 
have been largo, an occasional low yield 
being more than bakinced by a heavy re- 
turn olose by. The crop was cut carly, 
and was haryosted in a good condition 
goncrally, although a fow correspondents 
complain of ‘‘iodging'' owing to the heavy 
straw, and of ‘‘shelling.’’ The grain is 
deseribed as being plump, and in many 
cases goes considerably over standard 
wolght, Oocasional reperts of rust wore 
rvcelyed, but litth complaint was received 
rogarding~ Inseots/exoopt in the case of 
the midge, which was injurious in Wel- 
Jand, Haldimand.and Lincoln, partiea- 
larly in the last pamoed county. 

Spring Wheat—Many correspondents in 
tho eastern portion of the provinoe report 
4 considerable increase in the acreage de- 
yoted to spring wheat. This crop, like 
other cereals, ripened early owing to the 
hot weather, which in some neighbor- 
hoods provented the heads from filling 
well, Tho yield as a whole, however, will 
bo considerably above the average, espoo!- 
ully in eastern Ontarlo,\where a namber 
of correspondents speak of the crop as 
tho best for many years. Tho maim draw- 
hacks experienced have been frest and 
drouth, and some slight timjury from rust) 
and midge is also reportest. 

Barley—The crop is generally geod, 
aud with a fow exooptions the grin is 
bright and in fine condi¢ton, though in 
some places light in weight owtag to the 
hoat and lack of motsture. The frost in 
July also inflicted some damage on the 
crop. Slight losses from smeat aud russ 
have boon observed, but there appears to 
have been a marked exempéien from the 
ravages of destructtye insects. 

Oats—Thore will be about an average 
yiold of oats as regurds quantity, the 
crop, which promised splendidly during 
tho oarlier part of the season, having 
suffered considerably from the late frosts, 
and to a still greater degree from the 
hot, dry weather, which caused proma- 
ture ripening. The straw ie consequontly 
short, and the grain apt to be light. Tho 
yield is better im the axtremo onstern 
counties, both in quantity and quality, 
than elsewhere. In a number of lecalitied 
injuries from frost and tho attacks of 
grasshoppers are mentioned, but smué 
seoms to.have almost entirely disappear- 
ed, being mentioned by only one corres- 
pondent. 

Rye—The greater part of this crop is 
fed green, to supploruent pasture, and 
tho results this season haye been satistac- 
tory. Where grown for the grain the yield 
por acre wlll be slightly aboyo the average, 
oxoopt In the Lake Ontario counties, in 
some of which thore was a small yield. 


lioans Not Increasing im Popularity, 


Beans—Judging by the remarks of cor- 
respondents beans do net appear to be 
inoreasing in popularity ag a/fietd crop. 
The'crop was moro or 10s affected by 
drouth and frost, but despite these draw- 
backs it will be almost up to the average 
for yield. 

Peas—The yield of peas varies greatly, 
even in the same county or tow:ship, 
‘Ths crop gov a goou Btart, but the con- 
tinued drouth checked ths growth, and 
caused the vines to ripen too carly, The 
frost of July.10th algo did considerable 
injury to thisorop. ‘Lhe straw, though 
short, Js bright, und will make good ‘fod- 
der, The *‘bug'’ was frequently, com- 
plained of in the Lake Erie district, but 
further east it did not) appear ro givo 
much troublo. ‘Tho yield por acro for the 
province will fall a INttlo short of tho 
Ayorago, and rune all the way from 10 to 
80 bushels to tho acre, 

Threo Teus of Hay Per Acre, 

Hay and Clover—Gorrespondents aro 
alniost unanimous in favorable commonta 
regarding this crop. While old meadowa 
did not do so. well, newly sown flelds 
gayvo large ylolds, ‘hres tons to the acre 
are frequently roported, and four and five 
tons per acre are also mentioned. Une

Oty per cont. s00ve tne average. smay 
farmers cannot find room in thelr barns 
for the surplus crop, In addition te the 
generous yield the crop generally has been 
saved im first-class condition, several eor- 
respondents claiming that im this respect 
it is the best for many years. Cutting 
was earlier than usual. Alsike did not 
do 50 well as red clover or timothy, and 
there will be a remarkable soarcity of 
seed in the casd of this variety. 

Corn—This promises to be a fair crep 
in the Lake Erie counties, but in the 
othor districts muoh injury has been dono 
by the frost of the second week of July. 
‘The drouth has also told against the crop 
in every section of the province, Several 
Middlesex correspondents refer to large 
numbers ef crows and black birds having 
attacked the young corn. 

Potato Crop Below the Average, 

Potatoes-—The potate crop will be ‘con- 
siderably below the average in most 
localities owing te the late frogta in June 
and July, which were very destructive In 
the northern counties ),.1 some low-lying 
lands olsewhere, and tho more recent 
drouth, the effects of which have beou 
generally felt throughout the province. A 
good yield is anticipated io the St. Law- 
ropce coumtica, where the cemditions hayo 
been more favorable, amd timely rains 
may bring some improvement in the case 
of late-planted crops. The ravages of the 
potato beethe are noted by some oorres- 
pondenta a« an additional cause of the 
shortage, and blight has appeared in a 
few sections. 

Roots—The large mejerity of reports 
4s to the reot crops are encouraging, the 
only drawback being the excessive and 
long-com#imued drouth which has retarded 


dovolopment in many localities, With a 


due ameant of moisture during the ro- 
mainder of the senson there will be a 
good yield, but otherwise the crop will 
be a light ome. Little tmjury has beon 
dono by tmsects, except that two or three 
correspondents refer te the ravagos of 
grasshoppers in Muskoka and Manitoulin. 

¥Flax—Tho crop will be only middling 
in quality, frost and dveuth having teld 
upen beth seed and stalk. 

Tobaeco—Tho counties of Kesox and 
Kont have eon experieneing a boem this 
yoar In the growing of tobacoo. A large 
aros bas been given *% the crop, and al- 
though the carly purt of tho season was 
too dry for best, results the planta in 
many oases aro quito promising. Whilo 
many of tho growers are practically with- 
experience, tho genoral opinion ap- 
«to be that the crop will be a. fairly 
successful ono in that particular section, 
Gragshoppors and tho ‘‘worma'’ of the 
sphing moth aro reportod to havo dong 
injury to the plants, Corrospondents also 
roport tobnoco na boing grown in tho 
county of Prescott and on St, Joseph's 
Island, Algoma, and other sections aro 
also becoming imtorested in the crop. 

Fruit a Variable Crop. 

Fruit—The apple harvest will he a 
U@ht ene this season, tho yield tn most 
localities beimg oonsiderably below the 
avorago, This te attributable among othor 
@auses to heavy rain storms ooourring 
while the trees were in blossero, which 
interfored with fertiization, and to the 
Pprevalonce in many nebghbortreeds of the 
tent onterpfilar and other dowtruetive in 
eects which have wrought mach damago 
whero spraying has been noglected, Mwoh 
of the frets ts eemall and hard, owing to 
tho drowth. Winter apples will be partica- 
larly searoo. Plums, whilo ylolding fairly 
in wome parts, bave sustained a good 
deal of Injury in many places from tho 
attacks of tho curculto,.and the yiletd as 
a whole will be beteow the a 6. 
Peaches as a ralo have dome bat yee 
and the crop will bo amall Poare hkmvo 
beun the most sucessafall of tho lurgor 
fruits, and are likely to be abundant 
There wes a good yiold of cherries, al- 
though some losses from black knot aro 
neted, Grapes will also be plentiful. The 
drouth proved injurious to small fraite, 
which promived an tmanonse yield 
Berawberries ytelded fairly, bat ragpbor- 
whoo were emall and dry, 

Peetures and Live Méeek— Vastu 
vetns rotons data, tes ernie. saat 
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summer, atid the yield of hay was large, 
but the recent dry, parching weather has 
hoen sevorely felt, 
conipelled to foett hay to their stock. The 
condition of Ilve stock generally is good. 
The prospects for fall and winter are 
highly oncouraging, as there are ample 
jos to winter the stock, Tho general 
of fresh. pasture hus x esulted in a 
narked temporary falling off in the flow 
of milk, ond # consequent slackening in 
‘airy operations. Recent rains have al- 
ready In some neighborhoods restored the 
fertility of the pustures. 

Yhe Aplary—'Lhe season’ has been a 
sood one for honey, bees swarming early 
and in some neighborhoods excessively. 
‘he average yicld will be nearly fifty, 
pounds per hive, and there has been 
nod increase in colonies. 

Labor and Wagos—Tho supply 2f farm 
jubor as # rule has been fully adequate 
to the demand. Throuch the greater part 
of tho proyinoe t..u wagos of harvest 
hands run from 75 cents to $1.26 or $1.60 
por day, with board. Monthly wages vary 
from $12 to $25 per month, with board, 
‘he larger amounts being where engage: 
ments are limited to a month or two in 
tho harvest season. In somo castorn local- 
ities men aro obtainable by the day for 
from 50 to 75 conts and board, or $1 
without, Taking the provinces through- 
out, $1 or $1.25 with board, would prob- 
ably bea fair avorage for harvest banda 
engaged by the day, and $15 per month 
for engagements for the seasor.

MISS FRENCH ON THE STAND. 


Ex-Manager Baines Also Gives 
His Testimony. 


Court Will Adjourn Till Tuesday—Magls- 
trate Daly Will Decide To-Day 
Whether Ho Will Try tho Case—The 
Eventualities in Rither Kvent—Young 
Joo Maycook Corroborates His Aunt, 
Mra, MoGreer, as to the Nolacs, 


Napanoo, Aug. 12.—Tho oyidence ad- 
duced yesterday was yory intoresting, but 
it is as yet not considored here aa conolu- 
alvo, To-day will be a startling day for 
both defence and Crown. The Crown 
will ask tho magistrate to convict on the 
evidence produced, and the defence will 
object to a committal, If tho magistrate 
decides to try the case, then tho Crown 
will doolare its caso closod. If the magis- 
trate decides not to try the onge, thon a 
thorough criminal investigation mitist go 
on beforo him, In that case an adjourn- 
ment must be had till the defence can 
gather its witnesses togother, It is under- 
stood that Magistrate Daly will try tho 
case if tne evidence is strong on ofther 
sido. He will givo his ultimatum this 
afternoon, 








HIGH CONSTABLE SILLS 





Gave Evidence ns to Arresting Holden 
and Pare, 


High Constable Sills was tho first wit- 
noss yesterday. He testifiod to having 
arrested Pare and Holden on August 21, 
1897, Ho also testified to the discovery 
of the keys in-the police station. The do- 
fence tried to adduco ecyidence to show 
that the dotectives were anxious to con- 
nect Ponton, but the Maglatrate ruled 
out all questions bearing on this point. 

Tho Indian, J. G, Hall, took the stand 
and identified Holden and Mackie as the 
two men who were at his place in Feb- 
ruary, 1897. ‘‘I did not hear Holden's 
namo, but I had seon him in Belleville 
two or threo times before, Mackie told 
mo hié namo,"’ said the witness. 

Nathan Mix, a farmer on the Wiggins 
place cast of tho station, testified that he 
had soon Mackie, Holden, Pare and 


Recognized the ‘‘Dude,’’ 

“I soe the ‘dude’ in the corner of the 
prisoners’ box,’’ said the witness, point- 
ing out Mackie. ‘One night I saw two 
men on the tracks; one had a light coat 
on. There was a bicyole up against tho 
fonce near the track that night."’ This 
witness was not suro about Mackilo, 
though ho declared the resemblanco to 
the dudo was strong. 

Mrs. Mix followed in a similar strain, 
but positively identified Paro, Holden and 
Mackio as the tramps, 

Little Willie Mix made a good witness 
and told a story similar to his parents. 

John Long testified to haying soon 
Holden and Mackie three successive 
mornings last summer between 6 and 7 
o'clock. 

Frank Vanalstino positively’ identified 
Pare, Holden and Mackio ss three tramps 
that summered last yearf on Hawloy’s 
Point about one milé casfiot the town, *

Miss Fronch Told Her Story in a Mosloal 
nad Sympathetic Tone, 


Tho court opened sharply at 2 o'clock. 


Miss Margaret French tobk tho witnoss | 


stand, Sho told her story in a low, musi- 
cal yolce that awakened sympathy among. 
the audience. To Mr. Osler she satd: 
‘‘My namo ia Margarot French. I live 
with my widowed mother in 'loronto. I 
am 4 first cousin to prisoner Mackie. I 
lived oight months in tho house of Mac- 
kle during the winter of 1897 and 1898. 
He lives at Church street, Belloyille, 
with bis wife and four children, and I 
worked at the house. I haye had no quar- 
rel with him. I mado o statement to De- 
tective Dougherty, and, not king to 
givo evidence, I went to Detroit, but was 
followed and brought back.’’ 

Witness saw some tools on the foot of 
tho bed and a reyolyer was on the bureau 
one day, but did not recognize tho jimmy 
and the brace and bit produced in court, 
Two days before she saw the tools Mackie 
camo home with a cut on the aldo of his 
face. Ho satd ho had fallon out of the rig 
and cut bis face on the ice. She had no 
dato, bat it must havo boon in tho last 
of January or first of Fobruary. Continu- 


Ing: 

“Mackio asked me to write a lotter for 
him, Ho asked mo to address tho lotter 
to W. Durand, Dominion Bank, I am 
not sure if 1t wos addressed to Napanoo. 
This lottor stated that thore was a girl 
and her friond going to call on Mr. Dur- 
and and his friend, They had called, but 
could not go in because there was com: 
pany. Ho cautioned Durand not to haye 
anyone thore, Tho girls wanted to go in 
by the stairs, but might gob in by the 
back way. I wrote such aflotter, and Bayo 
it to Mackio, Ho did not tell me what ho 
Wanted it for,'’ 

Witness then idontifled Jack Roach's 
photo as that of a man Mra, Mackie call- 
ed Jack, and once sho. said during the 
Ponton trial to Mackie that ‘It was too 
bad that Mr. Ponton should be conyiot- 
od.'’ Ho said nothing. Maoklo slept til 
pretty lato In the morning. Sometimes 
it was 12 or 1 o'clock in the day time 
when he would got up. Sho neyor heard 
Ponton’s name mentionod by Maokio 
vrior to tho theft. Robort French, in To« 
ronto, 1# my fathor's brother, Ho is now 
in Dawson City. He wont seven wovks 
ago. Ho has got there, Lant fall ho lived 
at 69 Mutual atroot. Ho was there when 
Maokio was with them, Thoy wore otten 
togothor.'’ 

To Lawyer Wilson she sald; “A ham- 
mor, something to sharpon tho knives 
and 4 rovolyor wero tho tools I saw. I 
always noticed o royolyor in the bureaa 
drawer,"’ 

Macklo Called His Lawyor, 

At this stage Prisoner Mackie called 
his lawyor over and held an animated 
convorsation, 

Thon witness wont on: ‘hore was a 
trunk in the other room, Tho upper part 
of tho trank may havo boon on tho bed, 
and the tools in this, Mrs, Mackio and I 
gonerally wont to bed between 10 and 11 
o'clock, Robort was sick onco whilo I 
was at his house, I loft on July 6 or 7, 
That was before Mra. Macktio's little girl 
had hor tooth treated, When sho spoko 
about tho runaway hoStalkod as he ordin- 
arily did. I did not think it was oxtraor 
inary at that time, I would not bo posl- 
tivo that tho photo shown mo was that of 
‘Jaok.’ Vho firat time I mot my couain 
Was 12 yonrs ago, Then two yoars ago I 
became bottor noquaintod with him. 1 
heard Robert always kept lato hours, 1b 
Was not oxtraordimary that bo did so last 
summer,’*

Ex-Mannger Baines on the Stand, 


Ex-Managor Baines identifled the key 
of his compartment, and sald: ‘On Aug. 
27 there wags $38,140.60 in the bank.'’ 
On Aug. 6 ho was playing cricket againat 
Picton. He asked Mr. Ponton to close the 
safo for him that night. ‘he match was 
in Napanes. He was accustomed to lock 
the safo himself. 

“Had you any asdts in Government 
bonds?’’ asked Mr. Osler. 

“Yos. Tho ten days’ balance shoot 
shows this. This sheet of Aug. 10, third 
item, says: ‘Governont securities, $10,- 
486.20.’ That ia in Mr. Ponton’s writing. 
This book was Mr, Ponton's work. Mr. 
Durand might also eee the entry as woll 
as Mr, Ponton.and I. Mr. Durand knew 
the combination of the safe, but he had 
no business in the safo.'’ 

‘‘As a matter of fact had you any Gov- 
ernment bonds in the bank?’’ 

“No, We never had these Government 
bonds hore, They wore in Toronto, Thoy 
were a ten days’ assot; $2,600 was re: 
duced every alx months,'’ 

‘Did yon ever put any of the new $10 
bills in cireulation?’’ 

‘Yos, That was done on Aug. 27, the 
banking day of the thoft, but before thu 
robbery.’'» He did not see any marks of 
violence the morning after the robbery, 
but afterwards found a hole on the side 
of tho safe, 
~The combination lock was intact ex- 
fernally and internally. Tho iron plate 
between the two compartments had been 
raised up, an tnstrument put in and his 
compartment pried off, Tho olloloth was 
produced. ‘We had such a ptece around 
somo mortgages in our safe, After the 
burgtary tt was gono,’’ said the witnoss.

THE MAGISTRATE WILL 
NOT TRY THE PRISONERS. 


Evidence for the Defence Will be 
Heard--Last Year’s Evidence of 
Bogart and Normile Put In--Pare 
Again Remanded--Court Adjourned 
Until Tuesday Next. 

(Special to the INTELLIGENCER.) 

Napaneo, Aug. 12.—There wero few 
persons in court this moining. The women 
were devidedly in the minority. 

Dotective Wilkes was again put in the 
box and said that when he first came on 
tho case there were three ** Willies” in the 
bank, but he denied ever having looked 
through the bank books. His evidence of 
Jast year was put into court and taken as 
Tread, 

The dotective addressed a faw words to 
the court, denying that he had any personal 
animus a_a‘nst the prisoner and complain- 
ing of the conduct of the lawyers for the 
defence, especially during last year’s trial. 

Clarence Bogart, Maoager of the Do- 
minion Bank at Montrea’, was sworn but 
fave no evidence. ‘lhe evidence he gave 
at last year's trial was put into court and 
taken as read. 

The same was done with Wm. J. 
Normile’s evidence regarding Ponton’s 
purchase of a bicycle. 


Then ensued argument by Mr. Osler 
and Mr, Porter as to whether the Magis- 
trate should try the case or not. 

Mr. Osler claimed that the Magistrate 
should not try the case because all the 
three prisoners did not elect. He eaid 
this was the rule that guided a County 
Judge, 

Mr. Porter claimed that this rule did 
not apply to the Magistrate, and that the 
Crown should not ask for a decision ‘ill all

Seo Magistrate said that Mr. Osler was

Another remark noods te be made, and 
that is that people ought not to go Into 
places, into business or into positions 
where tho tomptation is mightlor than 
thoir characters, If thore be large sums 
of monoy to be handled, and the man is 
not sure of his own intogrity, you have 
no right to run an unseaworthy craft in 
a hurricane. A man oan tell by the 
senso of wonknoss or strongth in the 
presonoo of a bad opportunity whether he 
jain mw safe placo, How many paronts 
make an awful mistake whon they put 
tholr boys in banking houses and storos 
and shops and factorios and placos of 
solomn trust without once disoussing 
whother they can endure tho temptation! 
You givo the boy plonty of money and 
haye no account of it and make the way 
down become yery oasy and you may put 
upon him a pressure that he cannot 
stand. Thore aro mon who go into posi- 
tlons full of temptation, considering only 
that thoy oro lucrative positions, 

An abbot wanted to buy ao plece of 
ground, and the owner would not sell it, 
but the owner finally consontod to lot it 
to him until he could raise one orop, and 
the ‘abbot sowed acorns—a crop of 200 
years! And I tell you, young man, that 
the dishonesties which you plant in your 
heart and life will seem to be very 
insignificant, but they will grow up until 
























holo, Thoy are incorruptible men. and 
they are the few men who aro to save 
the olty and saye tho land. 

Meanwhile my advice is keep out of 
politica unloss you are invulnorable to 
this style of tomptation. Indeod if oven 
you are naturally strong you nood rolig- 
jous buttrossing. Nothing but tho grace 
of God can sustain our public mon and 
make thom what we wish. I wish that 
thore might come an eld fashioned re- 
yiyal of religion, that it might break out 
in congress and the logisiatures and 
bring many of she leading Republicans 
and Democrats down on tho anxious seat 
of repentance, That day will como, or 
something botter, for tho Bible declares 
that kings and queens shall become 
nursing fathora and. mothers to the 
church, and if the greater in authority 
then certainly tho less, 

My charge also to parent is, remember 
that this ovil of bribery often begins in 
the home circle and in the nursery. Do 
not bribe your childron, Teach them to 
do that which is right, and not because 
of the 10 cents or tho Orange which you 
will give thom, There is a groat differ- 
ence botweon rewarding virtue and 
making tho profits thoreof the impolling 
motive. That man who js honest merely 
because ‘‘honosty is the best polloy’’ is 
already a moral bankrupt. 

My charge is to you in all departments 
of lite, steor clear of bribery, afl of you. 
Eyery man and woman at some time 
will be tempted to do wrong for compen- 
sation. The bribe may not be offered in 
money. It may be offered in social posi- 
tion, Let us remember that thore Is a 
day coming when the most seorot trans- 
action of private life and of publio life 
will come up for public reprehension, 

We cannot bribo death, we cannot 
bribe sickness, we cannot bribe the graye, 
we cannot bribs the judgmontsy of that 
God who thunders againat this sln. 
“Fie!"’ sald Cardinal Beaufort, ‘fle! 
Can't death be bribed? Is money nothing? 
Must I die, and so rich? If the owning 
of the whole realm would saye mo, 
could get it by polloy or by purchaso—by 
monoy.’’ No, doath would not bo bribod 
thon. Ho will not be bribed now. Mon of 
the world often rogrot that they hayo to 
leaye thelr money here when thoy go 
away from the world. You can tell from 
what thoy say in thelr last hours that 
one of tholr chief sorrows is that they 
have to leave thefr money. I break that 
dolusion, I toll tMnt bribe taker that ho 
will take his money with him, God will 
wrap it up in your shroud, or put it in 
the palm of your hand in resurrection, 
and thoero it will lo, not tho cool, bright, 
shining gold as it was on the day when 
you suld your yote and your moral prin 
ciple, but there it will lle, a hot motal, 
burning and consuming your hand for- 
ever, Or, if thoro be onough of it fora 
chain, thon it will fall over the wrist, 
clanking the fotters of un eternal captiy- 
ity. The bribe is an evyorlasting posses- 
sion. You take it for timo, you take it 
for oternity. Some day in the next world, 
whon you are longing for sympathy, you 
wll feel on your cheek a kiss. Looking 
up, you will find it to bo Judas, who 
took 80 pieces of silver as a bribe and 
Unished the bargain by putting an in- 
famous kiss on tho pure cheok of his 
Divine Master. 

Another wrong use of money Is seon In 
the abuso of trust funds. Noarly every 
man during tho course of his life, on a 
Jargor or smaller scale, has the property 
of others committed to his keeping. He 
4s so far a safoty doposit, he is an admin- 
istrator and holds in hix hand the interest 
of tho family of + deconsed friend, or ho 
is an attorney, and through his oustody 
goon the paymont from dobtor to creditor, 
or he js tho collector for a business 
house, which componsates him for the 
responsibility, or he is tronsuror for a 
charitable inatitution, and he holds alms 
contributed for tho sufforing, or he {s an 
ofMictal of tho olty or tho stato or the 
nation, and taxes and subaldios and salaz- 
fos and supplies are in his keoping. 

It is as solomn a trust as God can make 
it. 16 is conconterod and multiplied oon- 
fidences. On that nian depends tho sup- 
port of a bereft household, or the morals 
‘of dependonts, or the right moyoemont of 
4 thousand whoeols of social mechanism. 
A man may do what he will with his 
own, but he who abuses trust funda in 
that one act commits theft, falachood, 
perjury and becomes in all tho intenslty 
of the word a imiscroant, How many 
widows and orphans there are with 
nothing between thon and starvation but 
a sowing machine or hold up out of the 
yortex of dostruction simply by ‘the 
thread of a noodlo, red with their own 
hoart’s blood, who a little while ago had 
by father and husband loft them a com- 
potency! Whatis ths matier? Uhe admin: 
istrators or the oxecutora hayo sacrificed 
it—running risks with it that thoy would 
not haye dared to encountor in their own 
private affairs, 

How ofton it is that a man will carn a 
livelihood by tho aweat of his brow and 
thon dio, and within a few months all 
the oatate goos into tho stock gambling 
rapids of Wall street! How often it is 
that you have known the man to whom 
trust funds were committed taking thom 
out of the savings bank and from trust 
companios and administrators, turning 
old homestoads Into hard cash, and then 
putting the ontire ostate Into the vortex 
of speculation, Imbezzioment fa an easy 
word to pronounce, but it has 10,000 
rinitioations, Thoro is not n olty that 
has not euffored from tho abuse of truat 
funds, Where is the court house or the 
olty hall or the jail or tho post office or 
the hospital that in tho building of it has 
not had a political job? Long before the 
bow court house in New York olty was 
con ploted it cost over $12,000,000, Five

Aboye 
all, koop your own private account at 
the bank separate from your account as 
trustee of an ostato or trustoe of an inatl- 
tuto, That is the point at which 
thousands of peoplo make shipwreck, 
Thoy got the property of othera mixed up 
with their own property, they put it into 
Investment, and away it all goos, and 
they cannot return that which they 
borrowed. Thon comes the explosion, and 
the money market is shaken, and the

You haye no right to uso the property 
of others except for tholr adyantage, nor 
without consent, unless they aro minors, 
Tf with thelr consent you invest their 
property as well as you can, and it is all 
lost, you are not to blame, You did the 
hosp you could, but do not come into tho 
delusion, whioh has ruined so many mon, | 
of thinking because a thing Is in thoir 
possession, therofore it is theirs.

In any community thore may be some 
who have misappropriated trast funds. 
Put them back or, if you haye so hope- 
lossly imyolyed them that you cannot put 
them. back, confess the whole thing to 
those whom you haye wronged, and you 
will. sleep better nights, and you will 
havo the better chance for your soul, 
Whnt a sad thing it would be If after you 
are dead your administrator should find 
out fron) the account books, or from the 
lack of youchers, that you wero not only 
bankrupt in ostate, but that you lost 
your soul!

The profit was euormous—nobody ever 
bid against the partnors at tho forced salos, 
though there wero a lively crying and a 
swift mounting of prices at the later yond- 
ings. altonesien the company realized a 
profit of some $65,000 within a couplo of 
yoars. But tho business involyed such 
mummery and fummery of folse names, 
pretended disguises and pretonded selzurcs 
that the Bowles pretty soon tired of It 
They dissolyed it, and at least set about 
sponding as strenuously as they had gono 
about making.—Martha McCulloch-Wil-

NGS NOT ESSE 
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THAT NAPANEE ROBBERY. 


(**Soolety,” in Events.) 


Bank robbery is absorbing largo amount 
of the public attention these days. The 
story told by tho prisoner Paro is a re- 
markable one, and is so finished in every 
detail that it 18 almost too good to be true. 
The man’s reputation is such that tho tale 
will require so much backing up, that the 
detectives might as well have made out a 
case independent of anything ho had to 
say. So fay there is nothing to shake faith 
in the innocence of Ponton, who doos not 
seem to have been connected with tho 
robbery in any way, unless Pare's con- 
fession is to be taken as proof of his 
complicity. The crown claims to haye 
evidence to back Pare up in this, that and 
tho other statement, but, so far as I haye 
heard, it does not seem to have anything 
to connect Pare and Pontcn except Pare's 
statemont. ‘True, it is said that there are 
witnesses who will swear to having seen 
Pare coming down tho stairs from Ponton's 
quartere, butit will benecessary fortheCrown 
to go further and prove that Ponton was 
in his room at the time. A man as expert 
as Paro in getting In and out of banks and 
bank vaults, would havo no trouble in get- 
ting in and out of a man’s room during his 
absence. Then, none of the stolen money 
has been found on Ponton, nor has it been 
claimed that he was in debt or in such 
pressing need of funds that he would hiro 
crooks to rob the-bank that he might have 
robbed on his own account, and with a 
much better show of yetting off. As far 
as tho evidence already taken goes, Pontoon 
is not in much danger, No one would 
believe a man with Pare’s character with- 
out the strongest kind of corroborative 
evidence, He is so suro of everything 
that one is inclined to believe that he 
learned the story he told the court as a 
school boy learns his lessons. It is too 
bad that the Crown has to build so largely 
on his evidence, which is certainly not of a 
disinterested character. Future deveiop- 
ments will be watched with interest, and 
the wish of all right thinking people will 
be that justice will be vindicated, let tho 
guilty ones be whom they may. 

Whether or not young Ponton be guilty 
of aiding in the robbery of the Napanee 
bank in which he was employed is of little 
moment beside the fact that he has become 
the popular hero of the town, ano all the 
girls in it are going wild about him, They 
do not seek to know whether he had a 
hand in the affair, and do not seem to care 
ifhe had. It has become the rage to rave 
over him, and the honest young men of 
the town, the ins and outs of whose private 
quarters haye not been made the gossip of 
the street as described by a noted crook, 
are completely ignored by these gushing 
belles. Iam not one who would blame 
them for sympathizing with the young 
man if ho is wrongly accused, but cutting 
his piiotographs out of the newspapers to 
ornament their hats, and gushirg over him 
in the way they are said to be doing is go- 
ing beyond all bounds. While women 
persist in carrying their sentiments to 
such extremes, they cannot hope to win 
respect for any views they may entertain 
on such questions, for instance, as prohibi- 
tion. Most people will be inclined to 
think that that too is a me:e matter of 
push, and there is no fixed principle be- 

ind it, 

Meanwhile, however, Ponton is to be 
envied, for Iam told that Napanee has 
some very pretty girls, and that any fellow

1, Everyono is guilty of an offence and 
liable on summary conviction to a penalty 
nob oxcoeding fifty dollara, who solla or 
gives any pistol or air gun, or any ammu- 
nition therefor, toa minor under the age 
of sixtoon yoars, unless he ostablishes,to the 
satisfaction of the justice before whom ho is 
charged, that ho used reasonablo diligonce 
in endeavoring to ascortain the age of tho 
minor before inaking such salo or gift’ and 
that he had good reason to bolieve that 
auch minor was not under the ago of six: 
toon, 

2. Kvoryono is guilty of an offence and 
liablo on summary conviction Lo a ponalty 
nob oxcooding twonty-fivo dollars, who 
solls any pistol or air gun withoub kooping 
a record of auch salo, tho dato thereof and 
tho namo of tho purohasor, and of tho 
maker's namo or any other mark by which 
such arm may bo idontified.

Provisions of the Protocol, 


Tho protocol provides: 

1. Thot Spain shall rolinquish all claim 
of soverolgnty over and title to Cuba. 

2, That Porto Rico and other Spanish 
Islands In the West Indies, and an Island 
in the Ladronos, to bo solected by the 
United States, shall be ceded to the lat- 
ter. 

8. That the United States will occupy 
and hold the city, bay and harbor of 
Manila, pending the conclusion of a treaty 
of peace, which shall determine tho con- 
trol, disposition and govornmont of the 
Philippines, 

4. That Cuba, Porto Rico and other 
Spanish islands in the West Indies shall 
bo immediately evacuated and that com- 
missionors, to be appointed within ton 
days, shall, within thirty days from the 
signing of the protocol, moot at Hayana 
and San Juan, respectively, to arrange 
and execute tho dotatls of the eyasuation. 

b. That tho United States and Spain 
will each appoint not more than flye 
cominisstoners to negotiate and conclude 
a troaty of peace, The commissioners aro 
to moot af Paris not later than Oct. 1, 

6. On the signing of the protocol, hos- 
tilitles will be suspended, and notice to 
that offect will be givon as soon as possl- 
ble by each Goyornmoent to the command- 
ors of its military and naval forcos.

PEACE PROCLAMATION, 





President McKinley Issues One on the 
Siguing of the Protocol, 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 13,—Tho 
President has issued tho following proc- 
lamation: 

By tho President of the United States of 
Amorioa, 
A Proclamation : 

Whereas, by a protocol, concluded and 
signod Aug. 12, 1898, by William K, 
Day, Secretary of State of the United 
States, and His Excelloncy Jules Cam- 


bon, Ambassador Extraordinary and 
Plenipotentiary of tho Republic of 
France, at Washington, rospoctlyoly 


representing for this purpose the Goyern- 
ment of the United States and the Goyern- 
mont of Spain, the Government of the 
United States and Spain havo formally 
agreed upon the terms on which negotia- 
tions for the establishment of poace bo- 
tween the two countries shall be under- 
takon; and, 

Whereas, it is in said protocol agroad 
that, upon its conclusion and signature, 
hostilities between the two countries 
shall be suspended, and that notice to 
that effect shall be given as soon as pos- 
sible by each Government to the com- 
manders of its military and nayal forces; 

Now, therefore I, William MoKinloy, 
Presidont of the United States, do, in 
accordance with tho stipulations of tho 
protocol, declare and proclaim, on the 
part of the Unitei States, a suspension 
of hostilities, and do hereby command 
that orders be immodiately given, through 
tho proper channols, to the commanders 
ot the military and nayal forces of the 
United States to abstain from all acts in- 
consistent with this proclamation. 

In witness whereof I have hereunto sot 
my hand, and caused the seal of the Uni- 
ted States to bo affixed, 

Dono at the city of Washington this 
12th day of August, in tho year of our 
Lord ono thousand ofght hundred and 
ninoty-olght, and of tho indopendence of 
the United States the one hundred and 
twenty-third.

Tho yault door 
had been put into shapo whon_ he first 
came upon tho scene on September 6th, 
“I also confused the upper and the lower 
compartments,’’ the witness confosssed. 

Clarence Bogart said ho was manager 
of tho Dominion Bank at Montreal. Whon 
the robbery took place he was assistant 
manager at Toronto, Tho oyidence of Mr. 
Bogart at last year's trial was agroed to 
be taken as read, 

Willan Normiles' eyidenco waa also 
takon as read. Ho had _ testiflod at last 
year’s trial concorning a bioyolo that 
Ponton had bought from him, 

As to tho Trial of the Caso. 

Mr. Oslor hero askod tho magistrate 
to decide whether he proposod to try the 
case or treat 16 as a preliminary inyeatl- 
gation. ‘If you treat it as o proliminary 
investigation I think I would rest the 
oase here, I would not bo justified in 
duplicating evidence it this is to be but 
a proliminary enquiry. If your Worship 
should decide to try it, the Crown has 
further oyidence to produce."’ 

As to whether tho magistrate should 
try it or not, Mr, Osler sald: ‘'That all 
the prisoners did not elect ts a reasonable 
ground for your Worship's refusing to 
try.'’ Mr, Oslor reasoned by analogy that 
tho rulo concerning the County Court 
judges’ course applicd to the magistrate, 

My, Porter's Argament. 

Mr. Portor, in answer, said it was 
necessary that the defence should have 
tho magistrate's opinion upon this mat- 
ter. ‘*The law,"’ he continued, ‘‘gives 
your Worship the right to try this case. 
Under this law my client has seon right 
to elect to be tried by your Worship. 
‘horo are no circumstances that have 
arison that would warrant your Worship 
to refuse to try. The discretion of the 
magistrate must be exerclsod before the 
prisoner makes his elcetion, ‘his is a 
ease that your Worship should try and 
not troat as a preliminary Invyostigation. 
hero Is no eyidence produced that would 
justify my client's being oven committed 
for trial. If my client 1s not tried by 
your Worship it would be a great injus- 
tico to say to him, ‘You must be in jail 
till noxt Novomber to allow tho Crown 
to hunt up further evidence against you.’ 
This would bo contrary to all prinotples 
of British jnstico. Tho prisoner should be 
allowed the carllest opportunity to an- 
swer any ovidence brought forward jn 
this Investigation. The Crown should put 
in all evidence it has aginst tho prison- 
ers, and should close the caso before ask- 
ing tho court for a decision. ‘The Crown 
says if you decide not to commit the 
prisovor but t> try the case, then they 
will put in further eyidencd, Tho Crown 
is putting tho court in an awkward posi- 
tion. All the ovidence shonld be put in 
before your Worship is asked to deolde,"” 

Tho Point at Issue, 

Mr. Osler—‘‘Tho wholo point is who- 
ther your Worship is going to try the 
case or not, If yon try it, I have oyidence 
I wish to glvo, If you do nof try it I will 
closo my case."’ Tho Crown counsol 
agaln went oyer the criminal code, The 
making of the defence js not pleading, 
but takes place after the examination of 
the witnesses for tho prosecution. 

Mr, Porter tool issuo with Mr, Osler 
upon this point, and reasoned by analogy 
with a oliyl action. ‘‘The defence of my 
oliont 1s not guilty,’’ Mr. Portor con-

|and runs over the walls and along the 
ground, It may be distinguished by its 
brown, hairy-like stem, its three leaves 
(in cluster) and white berries, It is also 
known as the poison oak ; sometimes it 
takes the form of a bush and other times 
the | that of a vine.

It 
can always be recognized in the fall by its 
color and white berries. 

Ivy poison is very painful ; first the skin 
is very itchy, thon red and swollen, event- 
ually breaking into blisters, The face 
often swells so much that the eyes are 
closed. 

Having described tho plants and told 
how to detect the poison, I append a num- 
ber of receipts for the latter's cure when

Tho crocodile of tho Nilo differs vory lt- 
tlo from that of our own northern rivers, 
which js generally tormed alligator,” 


though in reality a truo crocodile, Tho 
head of a truo alligator is broader and 
shortor than that of tho crocodile. Thero 
is algo considerable difference in the tecth 
and their disposition in tho jaws. Tho 
teoth of the alligator are unequal, and the 
largor of the Jower canino enters a cavity 
in tho uppor jaw, while that of a crocodile 
simply fits into a grooye on the outside of 
the upper jaw, leaving tho tooth clearly 
visible whon the mouth of the monster is 
closed. ‘hero aro also differences in tho 
webbing of the toos and the form of tho 
logs, though to the general observer there 
is little or no difference. Crocodiles seem 
equally at homo jn salt or fresh water, 
whilo alligators don't appear to relish and 























rarely visit waters, 

The crocodiles no doubt fecd largely 
upon fish, but as they grow older and 
atronger and require great quantitios of 
food they will whon hungry attack any- 
thing fiom a sheop or kangaroo to a bul- 
look, a big crocodile making short work 
of oa bullock welghing over half o ton. 
Some of theso monsters measure as much 
as 27 








27 foot In Jongth and possess tmmenso 
strength besides wonderful cunning and 
pationco, It will Ho In walt at any water- 
ing place frequented by anirinals, hardly 
distinguishable from a log of wood, so still 
and impassive it has become, The animal 
coming down to drink js suddenly seized 
in the crocodile's huge jaws and drawn 
Into the water and drowned. 

At other times the tall ts used to sweep 
tho animal into deep water, whero, even 
though its proy may bo a heavy bullook, it 
has little or no chanco against its enemy, 





‘which is specially provided by nature with 


fan arrangement that prevents tho water 
rushing down its huge throat, even though 
its Jaws aro fully distended through hold: 
ing its prey. ‘Thus aftor a few bricf sco- 
onds the unequal struggle is over, and the 
saurian takes tho carcass In tow to some 
favored locality, where he can enjoy it at 
his leisure, 

In the carly days at Port Darwin, N. Z. 
bathing in the open sea was forbidden, 
owing to the danger from crocodllos, there 
and nearly everywhero elso In Australia 
called alligators, though in reality no true 
ulligators oxist In Australla, A young 
trooper named Dayis, a fine swimmer, dis- 
regarded the general order and one morn: 
Ing carly went fora swim, Far ont in tho 
Jarbor ho noticed what ho and othors took. 
to bo a floating log. Many of tho northern 
trees font and are washed down in the 
wet season to tho open sea, Out went tho 
strong swimmer, nearer and nearer to tho 
supposed log, until too late ho recognized 
his mistake and that ho was approaching 
Instead of a log a hugo and apparently 
listless crocodile. 

But thu knowledge came too late to be 
of nny servico to poor Davis, though some 
men called out to him from a small craft 
close by to “Go back!’ “Go back!" and! 
Davis did make an attempt to retreat and 
was swimming manfully shoreward when 
tho hugo brute flashed down upon him at 
a terriflo speed, and, opening his great 
jaws to thoir utmost capacity, came down 
with asmack that was heard eyon to tho 
shore, and inside their crucl grasp was 
Trooper Dayils' head, 
quickness common to tho saurian, it had 
disappeared with its yictim. 

Every possible attempt was mado to ro- 
cover tho body, but without success, 
though tho harbor was soon aliye with 
beats and the water thrashed around for 
aconsidorablo time, Though this means 
fallod, the body was soon afterward found 
lying on a rock, or rather a reef, soma lit- 
tlo distance fron: tho scone of the accident, 
The loworlng of tho boatsand tho nojso of 
the beaten water heat no doubt caused the 
monster to lot go his prey, 

Crocodiles at nighttime low and bellow 
just like cattle, especially like bulls, and 
T haye spont some nights In an open hoat 
in Cambridge gulf, northwestern Aus: 
tralia, whero the whole place seemed to be 
olive with them, and what with their 
splashes and crios, tho weirdness of tho 
whole scene and their close proximity as 
thoy at times rocked tho bont, sleop was 
impossible, for there nre several instances 
on record whore crocodiles have taken or 
have attempted to take mon from out of 
camps and boats. 

A poor fellow named Reed, the mate or 
sooond mate of the Gulnan, had gono in 
his vessel to somo river in Carpentaria 
gulf—I bolfove tho Roper, Tho vessel was 
at anchor near tho mouth of tho river. 
Tho mate, Reed, had beon dispatched in 
charge of a watering party and was somo 
distance up the river in a large open boat, 
Watcr had been obtained, and thoy wero 
oll ready for a return to the ship. All be: 
ing mado snug, tho tired fellows turned 
in, haying mado thelr camp in the boat 
VYhe night was a very fino ono, the moon 
shining brightly, when toward midnight 
tho sleeping camp was aroused by somo 
terrifle shrieks. ‘hese were tho erles of 
poor Reed, who, enveloped in his bedding 
and mosquito curtains, was being borne 
off by a crocodtlo. 

It ia said by those who know him well 
and accompanied him on this and other 
previous trips that ho had tho habit of 
sleeping with his foot on the gunwwalo of 
the boat, and no doubt this afforded tho 
crocodile an easier opportunity of seizing 
him, All night anda great part of noxt 
day wero spont in searching for tho miss 
{ng man's body, but without success, 

‘The crocodile has a remarkable cyo, It 
oan arrange the pupil to a vertical or hori: 
zontal position at will to sult tts require: 
ment by day or night. It has a special 
natural protection to the eyo, and through 
ao “duct! ypes tho uid whon the 
ops.’

Measures of Prime Importanee Passed 
During the Past Session. 


London Aug. 16,—%he New York 
Post's corresvondent cables: The session 
of Parliament has not been so infertile as 
the London pross makes out. The follow- 
ing measures are all of first-class import- 
ance, some being quite new departures: 

Tho Irish Looal Government Act ox- 
tends to Ireland all the rights and sappa- 
ratus of self-governmont enjeyed by 
Great Britain, and contributes from the 
Imperial Exchoquer over $8,600,000 in 


| roliof of this year’s taxation. Politically, 


the measure draws the teeth of the Home 
Rale Government, 

The Vaccination Act makes vaccination 
& matter of consetence, 

The Criminal Evidence Aoé allows, but 
does net compel, the seousel to give 
byidence in his own dofenee. 

The Colonial Leans Aot places the 
Imperial oredit at the service of the 
Orown Colonies, subject te certain safe- 
guards, and makes the Imperial Federa- 
tion. 

The Londen University Act provides 
the motropolim fer the firs time with a 
teaching university. 

Tho session ts also memorable because 
it added 22,000 men te the British army, 
and to the British navy 7 battloships, 8. 
armored cruisers and 12 destroyers. 

Moreover, it should be realised that 
there is a surplas of royonuoe of ovor $18,- 
000,000; but tho session produced no new 
parliamentary reputation, and, in this 
respect, was disappointing.

4 similar letter, and becoming suspicious, 
opened the packet and found it to contain 
a piece of tea lead instead of a watch.

yonrs old, was the author of counterfolt 
bills in 1888, and the ‘authorities have 
boon looking for the man who did this 
job ever sinoe the bills first came into 
ciroulation. ‘The bills in question are $2 
notes, with heads of Hancock and 
Windom. ‘Lhe counterfeit Hancock note 
came out 10 years ago. Tho difference 
between it and the original is im the 
signature and in thé vignette. The dis- 
crepancy is so #mall thag many experts 
haye been fooled. Tho Windom $2 note 
was issuod Aug. 4, 1891, and the Imita- 
tlon was discovered im 1893. 

Detectives Were Looking fer Them. 

The detective force of this olty bas 
been looking up evidence against the 
Johnsons tor a long time, More than 
threo months ago they went to work and 
the first point soared was the arrest of 
Charlos and Edmund. Saturday last the 
house fa which Dayid had been Hving 
was soarched, and a hollow place behind 
the base board bedroom panel was re- 
moved, téuching a spring, and showing a 
small cabinet. Detectives found tmhero 
plates and other apparatus tor making 
counterfelt money; so between $7,000 
and $10,000 in counterfelt notes. A letter 
was found in the heuse giving inforima- 
tion of the death of Wotherald of Blen- 
heim, who is a relative of the Johnsons, 
Detroit officers, with Officer Mahoney, 
visited Blenheiiu, und Mahoney made 
the arrest. Johnson was very obstinate, 
but was finally taken to Windsor, and 
says he will fight extradition to tho last. 
In searching the house of the other 
brothers, tho officers found a large 
nuuice .i ties and colorings. Tho arrests 
aro regarded as of the utmost importance, 
Washington authorities connect the 
Johnsons with tho issue of a number of 
other bills, including $100 silver certifl- 
cates, which are among the best counter- 
felts over. turned out. Treating notes 
with glycerine gives them the appear- 
ance of haying been used, Johnson is 
married and has two children. He lived 
in “Detroit more than a year under the 
guise of a traveling agent.

The best legal authorities agree with us

who were not yualifled to vote. The vast 
majority of these yotes were no doubt poll- 
ed for the Goverament candidat-s, inas- 
Much as these officers were the appointees 
of Tory officials, and very few Kefoxners 
were chosen. On inspection of the returos 
it appears that nearly 20 seats are held by 
Conservatives by majorities so slender that 
if these i'legal yotes are struck off it w!!l 
snare the political complexion of the coun- 
try. It is most important that the legality 
of these votes should be tested in the courts, 
and the Liberals of the constituencies in 
question should at once consider modes of 
proceeding,—Globe, February Ath, 1887.

The Intercolonial. 


A Deficit of a Quarter of a Mil- 
lion Expected 





DUE PRINCIPALLY TO THE NON- 
PAYING DRUMMOND LINK. 

A telegram from Monoton, N. B., Aug: 
ust 16th,says :—Tho Intercolonial Railway 
accounts for che figcal yoar, ending 30th 
June last, are being made up, and ib is stat- 
ed that the deficit in the operation of the 
road will amount to about a quarter of a 
million, 48 compared with $69,000 im the 
previous yoar, and $55,000 in Mr, Hag- 
gart’s last year, The incroised deficit is 
largely due to the operation of tho oxten- 
sion into Montreal, which has not so far 
furnished business commonsurate with the 
outlay. The department is now inviting 
tenders for 409 new 60-ton freight cars, 
which will be charged to capital account, 
and it is also alleged that the capital ac- 
count has been unduly swelled by the in- 
clusion of expenses that have heretofore 
beon mot out of revenue, 

‘These are points that will require ex- 
planation when Parliament meets, ‘The 
increased deficit is just what was anticipat- 
ed by those who had given the subject any, 
thought or consideration: 


IRISH LOCAL GOVERNMENT. 








Vory little has been said or written of 
late, upon the question of self-goyern- 
ment in Ireland, as conceded by the Con- 
servatives of Hrgland. Below is a fair 
synopsis of the concessions which haye 
boon made, and not too soon ; 


The Irish Local Government Bill, which 
has passed both Houses of the Imperial 
Parliament is one of the most important 
contributions to the long chapter of Irish 
Jegis'ation in recent years It dffers from 
nearly all the measures that have preceded 
it in having the support of all parties, In- 
troduced by a Conservative Government, 
it has the support of the Engliish Liberals, 
and the Irish Nationalists are at one with 
the Irish Jandlords in gladly accepting it. 
There are one or two yrotesting voices on 
behalf of the ‘loyal minority,” but for the 
most part they obediently follow the lead 
of the Conservative Government. The 
Liberal pipers all have it that the Irish 
landlords nave been bought off by baing re- 
lieved of the county cess, ‘which is 
henceforth to fa’! entirely on the occu- 
picr as well as the poor rate, There 
1s also a solatium in the shape of an 
aAndual grant of £730,000 in perpetuity 
from the Imperial Exche uer, while a 
Sinitlac grant in favor of English agriculture 
only runs for five years, In many respects 
the bil is a more liberal and democratic 
measure than the English and Scotch Local 
Goverament acts, on which it is founded. 
The parish councils, which have not prayen 
4 great success in England, v7!!1 not ate 
tempted in Treland, and there is no attempt 
ab joint control with the magistracy, The 
&-and jury system Is entirely swept away, 
snd they will meet for the last time for 
fiscal! and administrative duties at the 
spring assizes of 1803, The new and popular 
bodies will be elected in March, on the 
parlitmentary franchise, with the addition 
of women and peers. Dublin, Belfast, 
Cork, Limerick, Derry and Wateiford will 
be made into county boroughs, and will be 
practically supreme in their own borders 
under the supervision of the Local Govern- 
ment Board. The rest of Ireland will bo 
administered by county councils with two 
subordinate bodies, urban and rural district 
councils. The county council will be the 
sole rating authority in rural districts, and 
w"'lalso have charge of the lunatic poor; 
the rural district councillors will meet to: 
gether as boards of guardians and Jevy the 
poor rates, ‘The urban district counc!!s have 
charge of the roads and levy all the rates; 
poor rates and county cess being calculated 
in one consolidated rate, which wi!! fall on 
the ocoupier, It is hoped that this wil! 
prove an incentive to prudence, and a sub- 
Stantial safeguard against reckless and 
extravagant expenditure. It is the appli- 
cation of two great democratic principles, 
—‘‘trust the people” and “ let those who 
pay taxes spend them.” Both parties claim 
that the effect of the bill will be to strength- 
en their cause, the Liberals that it will 
accentuate the demand for Home Rule, the 
Conservatives thatit will allay discontent 
and satisfy the nature! desire of the people 
to manage their own affairs. It seems very 
likely that the political effect will not be 
great, cither one ay or the other. But if 
it bad the result of bringing together the 
divided classes, sects, and factions in 
Ireland, and showing them that they have 
interests and duties in common, it will bea 
usoful and beneficent measure, both for 
Ireland and the Empire, 


SNAP SHOTS AT 
TIMELY TOPICS. 


—The Premier of Newfoundland denies 
the statement sent ina cable despatch to 
the effect that the Right Hon, Joseph 
Chamberlain, Secrotary of State for the 
Oplonios, in an interview with him, advised 
the Colony to enter the Canadian Federa: 
tion. Sir James Winter, Promier of Now- 
foundland, returned from England on the 
l4th August to consult with the Cabinet 
before starting for Quebec, for which placo 
ho will leave on the 18th August. He 
States that his mission to London was 
ominently succesful. Tho colony obtains 
a Royal Commission to investigate the 
French shore question, which commission 
will leave England in September, and also

Toronto, Aug. 17.—Mr. Hardy intro 
ducod his constables’ bill, or rather tooh- 
nically ‘An Aot rospeoting the Klootion 
Lawa,"' yestorday afternoon 

Con a of the Hill, 

After tho proambio, ‘Whereas a quo 
tion bas been raised since the last gon 
oral election as to the logal rights of any 
oldotors to vote who haye been appointed 
or required by returning oMoors or doputy 
returning officera to act a4 constablos or 
special constables at elections,’* the 
bill proceeds: 

Section 1 provides for tho ourliost 
siblo submission to the Court of Appoal 
of quostions as to whother any part of 

the Election Aot disqualifies elootion con- 
stables, persons furnishing olection sup- 
plies, or persons renting polling booths 
for voting. 

Seotion 
mont of olection trials pending the 
sion of the Court of Appeal. 

Seotion § proyides for the procecding 
with trial after 15 days from the adjourn- 
ment of tho Legislative Asgimbly. 

Seotion 4, ‘'to remove doubts,’’ declares 
the rights of constables, eto., to vote, and 
rolloves them from possible penaltios 
from voting hitherto. 

Seotions 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, 10, 11 and 19 are 
technical in their scope. 

The Kernal Olause, 

Section 18: If a momber Is unseated as 
4 result of the trial of any of the afore- 
sald petitions by reuson of the disallow- 
anco of the vote of iny person. included 
in any of the olfsses of porsons whose 
right to vote is tho bubjeot of any of the 
quostions set out In Schedule ‘‘A,"’ or 
partly by reason thereof and partly for 
fotne othor reason, tho seat shall not be 
given to any candidate, but the election 
shall be deolared yoid, and thereafter a 
now oloction shall be held ag in other 
cases, anything in the election ag to the 
contrary notwithstanding; but nothing 
in this section shall prevent an appeal 
from tho trial judges to the Court of Ap- 
poal. 

Seotion 14 provides that any election 
potition pending at the time of the pass- 
ing of the Act shall be tried by two 
judges on the rata, sitting together, the 
scrutiny to bo held before them. 

Tho remaining seotions, Nos. 15, 16, 
17, 18 and 19, are word-oxplanatory or 
toohnical. 

Mr, Hardy's Defence, 

In introducing tho bill, Mr, Hardy 
spoke an hour and « quarter, and stated 
he bad not beaten a retreat. The objoot 
related not only to the con 
stables’ yoto, but to two other classes of 

otors.as well. It embraced in its pur-

Gonoral drew 4 lino of demarcation be- 
tyveon election officials hired in the public 
intorest to perform public functions, and 
those employed by one of tho candidates 
for his own benofit.

Support of his statement. He then dealt 


with the newspaper allegations that he. 
They had claimed , 


had beaten a retreat. 
that the Goyernmont, after mooting ite 
frionds, had been forced to change their 
yainds and alter their course, There could 
he no iota of truth in that. No Reformer, 
bither in the House omin the country, 
had remonstrated with him or the Goy- 
ernment against tho original measure as 
founded on the principle of the bill of 
1887. In fact, he believed Reformers 
\vould have been better pleased had the 
Goyernment stuok to their original plan 
as drafted in the memorandum, He ohal- 
longed the Opposition to point out in the 
nomorandum any reference which would 
indicate elther the original or the final 
bill. Either course, that of an appeal to 
the Court of Appeal, or the framing of a 
bill like that of 1887 had been left open 
to him. 

The collusion of the two parties rivet- 
tod the right of the constables te yote 
more than if tho Act had been passed by 
a bare Government majority. Sir John 


A. Macdonald’s majority in Kingston at 
the time had been but 17, yet the Aot 
romoyed all semblance of disqualification 
from 70 voters, The seats of Sir John 
Thompson and Dr. Montague were alike 
jeopardized and secured to m. 

“What's right at Ottawa,’’ said he, ‘‘is 
right here.’’ He was working on a wider 
line, but that did not alter the justice of 
the case, 

Ho explained why he had proferred the 
Court of Appeal to the trial judges. Ho 
had felt that it would be placing too 
much responsibility on any single judge 
to have the political destiny of the proy- 
ince, the fate ef two parties, deponding 
on his deotsion, however learned he 
might be. Then there was the possibility 
that one judge might decide one way and 
another another. This would be mani- 
fostly unfair, and nusatistector.

He denied that there was anything in 
tho bill to be looked upon as a Goyern- 
ment yoting itself into power or judging 
in its own cause. The pill was a mero 
decluration that cert iin persons had the 
right to vote! If they always had that 
tight, is gaye no additional powers. It 
was a fair bul, It concurred in the Op- 
position principle, both of submitting it 
to the courts and to the people. Mr. 
Hardy closed by moying the first reading 
of the bill, 


Mr. Whitney Reserves Discussion. 


Mr. Whitnoy reserved discussion until 
the second reading. He ridiculed Mr. 
Hardy's statoment that he was anxious 
to get the question before the poople. He 
was acting contrary to all precedent and 
principlo, for, instead of unseating a man 
by the possible disqualification of certain 
yoters, he was enfranchising the doubtful 
yoters and calling a now oluction. ‘Tho 
Government had had plenty of chances 
before to pass this logislation, but instead 
had slept by sho wayside and had called 
an August session of the House to pass it. _ 

Passed on Division. 

The Opposition leader. consented to 
have tho first reading recorded as ‘‘passod 
on diyision,’’ and the s2:cond reading is 
to come up to-morrow. To-day the Fish- 
cries’ bill will be read a second time.

Humane Action of the Americans. 
London, Aug. 18.—The Manila corres- 








pondent of the Daily Telegraph, velo- 
graphing Saturday, says: Nothing could 
be more humane than the Americans’ 
capture of the town, Gen. Merritt and 
Admiral Dewey's plan was to spare every 
object but the armed defences and the 
trenches. Apparently the American losses 
Were oxtromely small. The Spanish en- 
trenchnivnts varied in point of distance 
from two to four milos from the centre 
of old Manila. 

The Spanish commander, conyinoed 
that further resistance was  hopeloss, 
hoisted a white flag at 1.80, and the order 
to cease firing was immediately issued in 
the centre of the town, but in the out- 
skirts streot fighting continued for some 
ilme afterwards between the rebels and 
Spaniards, The only tear felt in the olty 
is in regard to the conduct of the insur- 
gents.

Tho cruel army of the Philistines must 
bo taken and scattered, hero is just one 
man accompantod by his bodyguard to 
do that thing. Jonathan is the hero of 
the scene, I know that Dayid cracked tho 
skull of the giant with a few pebbles 
well slung, and that 800 Gideonites sont 

terod 10,000 Amalokitos by the crash of 
broken crockery, bu’ hero !# a moro 
wonderful confilot, Yonder aro the Phill 

stines on the rocks. Here is Jonathan 
with his bodyguard in the valley, On the 
one side isa rock called Bozez; on the 
othor side js a rock called Seneh, ‘hove 
two were as famous in olden times as In 
modern thines are Plymouth Rook and 
Gibraltar. They were proipitous, unscal 

able and sharp. Between those two rocks 
Jonathan must make his ascent, ‘The day 
comos for the scaling of tho height. Jona- 
than on his hands and foot begins the 
ascent, With strain and slip and brulse, 
I suppose, but still on and up, first goes 
Jonathan, and then goes hia bodyguard, 

Bozez on ono side, Seneh on the other. 
After a sharp tug and push and olinging 
I sce the head of Jonathan above the hole 
in the mountain, and there 1s a chal- 

longe, and a fight, and o supernatural 
consternation. These twu men, Jonathan 

and his bodyguard, drive back and drive 
down the Phillstines over the rocks and 
open a campaign which domulishes the 
enomies of Isracl. I suppose that’ tho 
overhanging and overshadowing rocks on 

clther sido did not balk or dishearten 

Jonathan or his bodyguard, but only 

roused and filled thom with onthusiasm 

as they wont up. ‘There was a sharp rock 

on the one side and a sharp rock on tho 

other aide."* 

My friends, you havo beon or aro now, 
somo of you, in this crisis of tho text, If 
a man meets ono trouble, he can go 
through with it, Hoe gathors all his 
onorgies, concentrates thom on one point 
and In the strength of God or by his own 
natural determination goes through it, 
But tho man who has trouble to the right 
of him and trouble to tho left of him is 
to be pitied. Did olther trouble come 
alone, ho might enduro it, but two 
troubles, two disasters, two overshadow- 
ing misfortunes, aro Bozoz and Senoeh, 
God pity him! '' There ts a sharp rock on 
tho ono sido and a sharp rock on the 
othor side.” 

In this crisis of tho text is that man 
whose fortune and health fall him at tho 
samo tiino, Nine tenths of all our merch- 
ants capsize in business before they 
come to 45 years of ngo.

It 
sooms as if & man mfast hayo o largo 
amount of unsalable goods on his own 
shelf before he learns how much casior it 
is to buy than to sell. It scoms ac if 
every man must be complotely burned 
out before ho learns the importance of 
always kooping fully insured, It sooms as 
if every man must be wrecked in a 
finnnelal tempoat before he learns to keep 
things snug in case of a Rudden ourocly-

Before the Lord turned Adam out of 
paradise he gave him Eye so that when 
ho lost paradise he could gatand it. Permit 
one who has noyer read but a few novels 
in all his life, and who has not a great 
deal of romancegin his composition, to say 
that if when a man's fortunes fail he 
has a good wifo—a good Christian wife— 
he onght not to be despondent, ‘'Oh," 
you say, ‘that only incroasos the embar- 
rassmient, alnce you have her also to take 
caro of.’’

Again, that man is in the crisis of the 
“ho hag home troubles ana oummnae 
perseoution at tho same time. The world 
treats a man woll just as long as i pays 
to treat him woll. As long as it can 
manufacture success out of his bone and 
brain and musole {it favors him. The 
world fattens the horse it wants to drive. 
But let a man see it his duty to cross the 
track of the world, then evory bush is 
full of horns and tusks thrust at him, 
They will belittle him. They will carica- 
ture him. hey will call his generosity 
golf aggrandizemoent and his piety sanct!- 
moniousness, The very worst persocution 
will sometimes come upon him from 
those who profess to be Christians. 

John Milton—great and good Jehn 
Milton—so far forgot himself as to pray 
in 6o many words that bis enemies might 
bo eternally thrown down into the dark- 
est and deepest gulf of hell, and be the 
undermost and most dejected and the 
lowest down vassals of perdition. And 
Martin Luther so far forgot himself as 
to say in regard to his theological eppon- 
ents, ‘Put them in whatever sauce you 
please, roasted or fried or baked or 
atewed or boiled or hashed, they are 
nothing but asses|'’ Ah, my friends, if 
John Milton or Martin Luther could 
come down to such scurrility, what may 
you not expect from less elevated oppon- 
ents? Now, sometimes the world takes 
after them, the newspapers take after 
them, public opinion takes after them, 
and the unfortunate man is lied about 
until all the dictionary of Billingsgate is 
exhausted on him. You often see a man 
whom you know to be good and pure 
and honest, set upon by the world and 
mauled by whole communities, while 
vicious men take on a suporoilious air in 
condemnation of him, as though Lord 
Jeffreys should write an essay on gontle- 
ness or Henry VIII. talk about ut or 
King Herod take to blossing little 
children. 

Now, a certain amount of persecution 
rouses & man’s defiance, stirs his blood 
for magnificent battle and makes him 50 
times more a man than he would have 
been without the persecution. So it was 
with the great reformer when he sald, ‘‘I 
will not be put down; I will be heard.’’ 
And so it was with Millard, the preacher, 
in tho time of Louls XI. When Louis XI. 
sent word to him that unless he stopped 
preaching in that style he would throw 
him into the river, he replied, ‘Tell the 
king that I will reach heayen sooner by 
water than ho will reach it by fast 
horses,’’ A certain amount of persecution 
is a tonjo and inspiration, but too much 
of it, and too long continued, becomes 
the rock Bozez throwing a dark shadow 
over a man’s life. What is he to do then? 
Go homo, yon say. Good advice, that. 
That is just the placo for a man to go 
When the world abuses him. Go homo. 
Blossed be God for our quiet and sympa- 
thetic homes! But there is many a man 
who has the reputation of haying a home 
when he has none. Through unthinking- 
ness or precipitation there are many 
matches made that ought noyer to have 
been made. An officiating priest cannot 
alone unite 4 couple, The Lord Almighty 
must proclaim banns, ‘There are many 
homos in which there is no sympathy and 
no happiness and no good cheer. The 
clamor of the battle may not have been 
hoard outside, but God knows, notwith- 
standing all the playing of the wedding 
march, and all the odor of tho orange 
blossoms, and the benodiction of the 
officiating pastor, there has been no 
marriage. So sometimes mun haye awak- 
ened to find on one sido of them the rock 
of persooution and on tho other side of 
them the rook of domentic infelioity. 
What shall such » one do? Do as Jona- 
than did—climb, Get up the heights of 
God's consolation, from which you may 
look down in triumph upon outside per- 
scoution and home trouble, While good 
and great John Wesley was being silenced 
by the magistrates and haying his name 
written on tho board fences of London 
in doggerel, at that very time his wife 
was muking him as miserable as sho 
oould—acting as though sho wore pos- 
sossol by the dovil, as 1 suppose sho was, 
nover doing hima kindnoss until the 
day sho ran away, #0 that ho wroto In his 
diary these words: ‘‘I did not foranke 
her. I have not dismissed her. I will not 
recall her." Planting one foot upon 
outside persecution and the other foot on 
home trouble, John Wosley climbed up 
into the holghtsa of Christian joy, and, 
aftor preaching 40,000 sermons and trayel- 
ing 270,000 milos reached tho heights of 
hoayon, though In this world he had it 
bard onough—''a sharp rock om the one 
aide and a sharp rock on tho other,'’ 

Again, thdt woman stands in tho crisis 
of the toxt who han boreavement and a 
struggle for a livelihood nt the same 
time, Without montioning names, I 
spoak from observation. Ah, it is a hard 
thing for a woman to make an honost 
living, even whon her heart is not 
troubled, and she has aw fair chook, and 

tho magnétism of an exquisite prosonce. 
But now tho husband or the fathor is 
doad, The expenses of the obsoquics have 
absorbed all that was loft in the sayings 
bank, and, wan and wasted with woep

AN ISOLATED RACE. 


The Ainos of Japan, Who Had Nevor Seen 
® Foreigner. 

Mrs, Mabel Loomis Todd writes for The 
Century from personal observation an ar- 
ticle entitled ‘In Aino Land.’’ Mrs, Todd 
Bays: 

In the summerof 1896, as a lay momber 
of the Amherst college oxpedition which 
yisitd northern Japan to view tho total 
eollpse of the sun, L hnd the rare oppor- 
tunity of seolng the absolutely primitive 
“halry Aino" of that rogion. 

In tho southern portion of tho island, 
near Hakodate and Sapporo and about 
Voleano bay, trayclers have visited these 
shy and silent poople. But several hun- 
dred moilos north are many Ainos who un- 
til tho Kummer of 1896 were strangers to 
the meimbers of any race but their own or 
the few Japancse who are establishing 
small fishing yillagos along tho const, ‘The 
dwvellors in the province of Kitami aro too 
distant to bo sought by visitors, and a 
forelgn woman, the Japanese officials in- 
formed mo, had noyer before reached Kit- 
omi, 

Skirting the rough western coast by 
steamer ond rounding Cape Soya, the 
cellpse party located ot Esashi, which 
must not be confused with another town 
of thosnme namo near Hakodate. The 
nows of the arrival of strango white for- 
elgners spread quickly among tho ncigh- 
boring yillages, Walking with stately 
tread, bushy haired and boarded groups of 
Ainos often passed the expedition head- 
quartors, apparently looking, for nothing 
unusual and giving no evidence of curi 
osity, yet noyer fafling to seo every foreign 
figure within thoir range. Humbly ac- 
companying their lords, women and chil, 
dren frequently followed, far less impos- 
ing than the mon. Somewhat larger and 
apparently stronger than the Japanose, 
although not taller, the older men aro ac- 
tually patriarchal, with long beards and 
masses of thick hair parted in the ntiddle. 
Many faces have a benign and lofty ox- 
pression, 

Driyen gradually through ages from the 
south of Hokkaido, the Alnos are among 
tho fow races yct retaining in this over- 
clyilized world of ours an utterly unspolled 
simplicity, heir origin has nover bee: 
satisfactorily traced, but they were cer- 
tainly in Japan long beforo the prosent 
race of Japanese had arrived, and names 
clearly originating in the Aino tongue are 
atill retained all ore the empire. Gentle 
and subservient to tho conquering race, it 
is oyidont that they formerly hcld more 
egotistic ylows than now, oven fancying 
thomsolves tho conter of the universe, as 
is shown perhaps by an old national song: 
Gods of the sea, open your eyes divine. 5 
Wherever your eyes turn, there echos the sound 

of tho Aino speoch.

and the educational authorities had been 
reached, the Roman Catholic hierarchy 
pressed for more of the promised conces 
sions. 

The nature of these is now shown to be 
a change in the formula of enquiry sent 
out by the Educational Department to 
all Catholic teachers throughout Manitoba. 
Originally these teachers were required to 
certify that the trustees of the school 
have directed that the religious exerciees 
prescribed by the advisory board be used 
in the said school, and that none other 
have been used, Either that or they 
must certify that the trustees had not 
directed the use of any religious exercises 
and that accordingly none had been used 
in the school. 

The concession granted is the striking 
out of these two clauses, so that Catholic 
teachers are not required, in order to 
securs h ’ rovircial school grant, to cer- 
tify that none other than the regulation 
religious exercises have been used by 
them. 

In other words, it means that the Mani- 
toba Government has conceded to the Ro- 
man Catholics of Manitoba the right to 
yse in their schools the religious exercises 
prescribed by the church and still par- 
ticipate in the provincial school grant.

From our roading of ‘The Public 
School Act, 1896,” it does not appear chat 
the Legislature has made any provision for 
cities electing Trustees in ary other way 
than by wards, Section 55 reads: ** For 
every Ward into which any urban munici- 
pality is divided there shall be two School 
‘Trustees,” etc, Section 56 reads: **In 
every incorporated village not divided into 
Wards, there shall bo six Trustees,” ete. 
So that the principle of cumulative voting 
is permitted in incorporated villages, but 
denied ¢o cities.

Minnie was ab one time inoarcorated in 
an asylum for the insane, and it hal beon 
noticed for some time past that she was 
acting rather quoerly, No parbtioular at 
tention was paid to the fact, however, as 
the girl was belleved to be harmless. The 
dead woman was about 85 years old, and 
wis to have been married shortly.

The Love of the Sisters, 

Tt is sald that tho love of the two girls 
for each other was touching, they being 
very seldom apart if. they could help it, 
Minnie, who committed tho murder, was 
in pavtioular passionately fond of her ais- 
tor, and would hardly let her out of her 
sight, following her whon sho went any- 
whore, Minnio, however, was known not 
to be strong mentally, and about three 
years ago was placod In the Toronto Asy- 
luih for the Insane, where she remained 
for thre@ months, She was discharged as 
cured, and while she had neyer since 
shown any signs of violence, still it was 
noticed that at times her mind appeared 
to be wandering. ‘The Jealousy of her sia- 
tor that rankled in her mind until it end- 
odin’ murder was noticed, however, 
whoneyer Susan had company at tho 
house. Minnie objected to this and it was 
the cause of many a hot quarrel between 
tho two, Minnie would always run out 
of the house wheneyer Susan had com- 
pany, and, more recently, a report that 
Susan was to be marzied aroused Min- 
nio’s jealous passions, and she was heard 
to declare that she would never allow her 
to clo so,

He Had Intended to Destroy a British 
Ship with It--Many Dervishes 
Killed. 


Wady Hamed Camp, fifty-three miles 
north of Omdurman, Aug, 22,—Natiye 
spies have brought t) the Anglo-Egyptian 
camp hore details of an attempt on the 
part of the Khalifa, the Mahdi’s successor 
and leader of the deryishes, to blow up 
British steamers ascending the Nile. On 
Friday last he placed a huge box of ex- 
plosiyes in a boat that was put in charge of 
a Tunisian prisoner who was chained to 
the boat. T 
Korori by the steamor Ismailia. When 
the party reached this point the Tunisian 
was instructed to sink the mine in the 
fairway, where any British yessel passing 
would be certain to hit it, 

While the prisqner was sinking the mine 
it exploded shattering the small boat and 
blowing the Ismailia to pieces, Many of 
the Dervishes were kill-d. 


The advancing expedition found the once 
important city of Metomneh a squalid ruin, 
‘The country for a mile around was strewn 
with the bones of oxen, goats, camels and 
donkeys. A gallows was also found, with 
human jaw bones thick around it. ‘I'he 
forts were merely mud emplacements 
The town was permeated with a sickly 
stench of fatand blood, and dilapidation 
prevailed everywhere. 

A few double storied houses were stand: 
ing, but their walls were crumbling, the 
gateways wire choked, and the roofs had 
collapsed. It is expected that the defences 
of Omdurman will be found in an equally 
ruinous condition.

The lato Col, Sir Casimir S, Gvowski 
was one of the most notable figures on 
‘Toronto streets, Tall and erect, he was a 
pactioularly handsome man, and attracted 
attention whoroyer he appeare], He was 
an oenginoer of worldwido reputation, und 
had been the designer of many of tho 
most notable construction works in tho 
Dominion of Canada, among the many 
monuments of his ability being the In- 
ternational Bridge over the Niagara 
River. He was a man of great oulture, 
and Was o universal favorite both among 
his social and his business acquaintances 
and frionds. 

Str Catintr was o son of Count Stanis- 
Janus Gzowaki, a momber of an anolent 
and noble Polish family, and an officer 
in the Russian Imperial Guard. He was 
born in St, Petersburg in 1813, his par- 
outs being at that tino residents of the 
Russian capital. He was, as is usual with 
all young Kussian nobles, destined for a 
military carcor, and at the age of nino 
entered tho Military Engineering College 
at Kromnity, where ho remained until 
1820. He there evinced a strong liking 
for engineering, and, on his graduation, 
rocelyed a commission in that branch of 
tho service, When the Polish revolution 
againat the rulo of Constantine took place 
young Gzowski threw up all bis prospects 
in the arniy of the Russian Emperor, and 
took his place in the ranks of his fellow- 
pitriots, He was present at the Polish 
triumph in Warsaw, and bore a worthy 
part in the engagements whioh followed, 
being several times wounded, and having 
on moro than one occasion narrow escapes 
froin the hands of the Russian foroos, 
When the final catastrophe ocourred at 
the battleof Boremol, Gonoral Dwerneckl, 
to whose division Casimir Gzowski was 
attached, surrendered, and the officers 
were imprisoned in tho fortifloations for 
soyoral months, boing afterward oxilod to 
the United States. The rank and file were 
allowed to depart, 

Casimir Gzowski landed in New York 
in 1888, and there ho found himself at a 
considerable disadvantage on account of 
his ignorance of tho English language, 
which he heard spoken for the first time 
by the harbor pilot. He was, however, 
endowed with an indomitable will, and 
he sot himself to the study of the English 
tongue with the same resolution whioh 
has characterized him throughout his 
caroer, Boing an oxcellent linguist, and 
having a thorough knowlodge of French, 
Itallan and German, ho gayo lessons for 
several months, after which he wout to 
Pittsfleld, Mass., whore he ontored a law 
office, During bis days as 4 atudent ho 
applied himself to a‘study of the English 
language, and in 1887 he was admittod 
to the bar, He went to Ponnsylyauia, 
where, a8 & necessary proliminary to 
admission to the Supreme Coutt, ho took 
tho oath of allogiance. He had, howovor, 
Hittlo inclination for the study of lay, 
and in 1841 hé camo to Toronto, whore, 
through tho Influence of Sir Charles Ba- 
got, he obtainod # position in tho Crown 
Lands Department, whore he once more 
resumod his fayorito profession of on- 
ginoering.

Tho Norgo satled from Stottin Aug. 8. 
Tho weather was gonorally fino to tho 
Banks of Newfoundland, whon if became 
foggy, with patchos of clear weathor. Ou 
Saturday, Aug. 20, botween 8 and 4 
o’olook in the afternoon, the woather was 
foggy, bus not so thick as to nocosaitate 
roduction of upeod. 

Story of the Collision, 


Captain CG. B, Knudsen of tho Norgo, 
when quostionod at the Bargo Office, said: 
“7 saw ata glanco vhat a collision was 
unayoldable. The Norge must run into 
the schooner or suffor tho fato of Ly 
Vourgogne by being run into by tho 
sohooner, As tho Norge had a largo num- 
ber of passongors on board, I preforrod to 
tako the chanco, so I orderod the Norgo 
to go at full speod. Wo ran into the bow 
of the schooner, and tore a holo threo feot 
wido. As tho soa was choppy, and the 
Norgo roso and foll with tho swell the 
hole in the schoonor was mado Inrgor. 

‘*Throo of the men from tho schooner 
clamboved up on tho Norge by means of 
the anchor chains. hero weve six or 
seven men floundering around in tho 
water. Our socond officor, Nicho'’son, 
lowered a boat and picked up tho men, 
nino in all. Tho other sixteon mon could 
bo seen struggling in tho choppy sea, Tho 
suction caused by the sottling of the 
schooner drow thom under, hey could 
not be sayed: The accident was unavold 
ablo."” 

The lost vossel was the French fishing 
schooner La Coquette of Bayonno, which 
carried a crew of 25 men in all

Ellsworth 
and Nathaniol Lyon falfing on tho nor- 
thern aide; Albort Sidney Johnston and 
Stonowall Jackson falling on the southorn 
side, Did thoy fall because they were not 
as fit to live as tho soldiors and the gen- 
orals who camo back in sanfoty?

Not a 
particle of progress, ? 

And as to tho human race, so far as 
more natural progress 1s concerned, once 
there were men 10 feet high; now the 
average is about feot 6 inches. It start- 
ed with men living 200. 400, 800, 900 
years, and now 80 years js more than the 
ayerage of human life, Mighty progress 
vo have mado, haven't we? I went into 
the cathedral at York, England, and the 
best artists in Kngland had just been 
painting a» window in that cathodral, 
and right beside it was a window painted 
400 yoars ago, and thero {s not a man on 
earth but would say that the modern 
painting of the window hy tho best 
artists of England is not worthy of boing 
compared with the painting of 400 years 
ago right boside it. Vast improvement, 
as I shall show you in a minute or two, 
but no natural evolution, 

Look at China, where eyolution has 
had full swing for thousands of yoars un- 
interrupted by anything except here and 
thoro a mission station with this defunct 
book, the Bible, but through the most 
of the realm not Intorfered with. What 
has evolution done for China? Christian 
olyilization goes in and builds 4 railroad; 
they toar if up. For 1,000 yoars the 
Chinose nation, whore it 1s not invaded 
by the gospel, has nof made ono-fiye-hun- 
drod-millionth part of an inch of adyance- 
miont, Lhey worship tho same gods of red 
paint, Just as always they drown the 
fomale children as a nuisance, Just as 
always they eat with chopsticks.

Dr. Galbraith on ‘Prohibition and the 
Plebiscite.”” 


At Bridge St. Church Rey. Professor 
Doxsee preached an excellenc sermon in 
the morning. In the evening Rey. 
Dr, Galbraith preached on ** Prohibition 
and the Plebiscite,” taking as his text 
Ps. 94-20—Shall the throae of iniquity 
have fellowship with thee, that frameth 
mischief bya law. All legislation ought 
tobe for the highest well-being of the 
people, for the highest good to the greatest 
numbor, but nevertheless evil legislation 
was engraven upon the statute books of all 
nations. If we were to gather together all 
the bad lawa which have been enacted in 
Christian nations the results would fail to 
equal the evil effects which have followed 
the enactment of the law allowing the 
manufacture and sale of intoxicating drink. 
He claimed that the law was mischievious 
in its operation upon those engaged in the 
traffic, upon the home in which it is used, 
upon the public morals, upon the life and 
health of the people, and upon the wealth 
and prosperity of the nation. ‘The revenue 
argument of the antia he claimed was 
merely a miserable subterfuge, the country 
wasted $130,000,000 a year on the traflic, 
whilo the revenue therefrom was only 
$7,000,000. A prohibitory low would not 
interfere with true personal liberty and 
would be in perfect accord with trae 
temperance principles.

Any one who has sven buildings in which 
rolling? mills are carried on, kuows that, 
whils strong, they are the veriest shells 
costing comparatively little. 

According to Mr. Frost’s own calculation 
Belleville is giving $50,000 in cash, a free 
site upon which to build, water protection, 
and freedom from municipal taxation for ton 
years, fora rolling mills plant worth $10,- 
200, and a building in which to put it. * 

Mr. Frost could not close without de- 
claring that “Mr. Bell's lotter, he did not 
think, fairly cited the conditions of the 
by-law. Mr. Bell had said he had not 
seen the by-law and agreement until his 
attention bad been called ‘o it by Sir 
Mackenzie Bowell.” Itis true Mr. Bell 
did state he had not seen the by-law when 
his attention was called toit, but he had 
seen it, and read it over carefully when he 
fave his opinion of the contract, If he did 
not ‘fairly cite the conditions of the by- 
law,” why did not Mr. Frost point out 
where he had made a mistake and in what 
particular he had not ‘‘fairly cited the con- 
ditions of the by-law?’ Why? Simply 
becauss he could not. Merely declaring 
of “thoughts” is not evidence of fact. That 
Mr. Bell had not seen, much less read the 
by-law, is not a matter of surprise, There 
were hundreds who had not been out of 
the city since its first publication, and who 
were in the same position,until The Inre.- 
LIGENCER called attention to it. 


ALDERMAN STARLING AND G, T. RB. 


Alderman Starling’s advocacy of the by- 
law was of a general character, as to the 
good which the city would receive from 
the establishment of rolling mills in our 
midst. He did add, however, that ‘all 
‘thad read Mr. Bell's letter, but that 
“gentleman had not shown them how they 
*could recover $25,009 bonus from the 
“G.T.R.” No one has any knowledge as 
to whether Mr. Bell was ever asked by 
the corporatian or any one else how tho 
city ‘could recover $25,000 bonus from 
the G.T.R." Tf asked such a question, we 
doubt whether he would even consider it, 
much less ‘‘show them how to do it.” 
Mr. Bell is the solicitor for the G.T.R., 
and would as such defend that company 
against any such demand. That is his 
daty. If Alderman Starling is of opinion 
that the G.T.R. has $25,000 of the city's 
money, for which no considération has 
been given, it is his duty as one of the 
custodians of the city's interests, to take 
such steps as would compel that corpora- 
tlon to aaeares: 

Mr. Alford’s specch was that of a prac- 
tical mechanic, deploring the depression in 
trade which existed, but giving strong evi- 
dence of dissatisfaction with the terms of 
the’ by-law, as an evidence of which he 
pleaded for delay.

Friendly Arabs Capture Five of the 
Dervishes--Another Gunboat Wreck- 
edin a Terrific Sand Storm, 


Cairo, Egypt, Aug. 30.—A brigade of 
friendly Arabs, commanded by Major Stu- 
art Wortley, it is announced in a despatch 
from Wad-El-Obeid, dated yesterday, which 
has been pushing round Omdurman, the 
Dervish camp near Khartoum, with the 
view of cutting off the retreat of the forces 
of the Khalifa, had its first brush with the 
enemy on the east bank of the Nile and 
captured five men and a grain laden boat. 
The Dervish scouts, the despatch contin- 
ues, are now frequently sighted, and the 
whole Anglo-Egyptian army has reached 
Uterif, thirty miles from Omdurman. It 
will move into a new camp ten miles furth- 
er south to-day, 

Tho gunboat Melik haa been wreckod 
while reconnoitering ten miles up the river 
in a terrific sand storm.

Deer Hunting. 
To the Editor of the INTELLIGENUER. 
Sir,—The Chief Gane Warden of Ontario 
has Issued a circular propounding the fol- 
lowing questions :— ‘ 
Do you approve of the hounding of deer? 
Do you think the abolition of hounding 


would conduce to the increased protection 
of deer? 


Do you approve of the killing of deer in 
the water or just leaving the water? 

The one and only Bay ect distinctly stated 
is ‘* the protection of deer,” and the replies 
to the above questions are requested with 
this object in view.” 

This circular is worded with the evident 
intention not toprocure the unblassed opin- 
jon of sportsmen as to the question of deer 
haunting generally, but for the purpose of 
getting a negatiye reply to these questions, 
and to use these reniize in influencing fu- 
ture legislation, 

If the one and only thing atmed at is “the 
protection of deer,” it would of course be 
advisable not only to stop the hound ing of 
deer, but to prevent the killing of deer 
altogether under any clroumstances, and Jn 
order that this might be effectually done, it 
would be better to order the extermination 
of deer hounds, and the imposition of a 
Sufficient penalty to prevent aM persons 
carrying flrearms in tle woods where deer 
are likely to be found, 

The present prohibition of killing deer in 
the water or “just coming out of the 
water,” is practically a dead letter, and will 
pontinus tobeso. Itis better to have no 
restriction in this respect than one which 
cannot be properly enforced, To insist 
that deer shall be shot only on runways 
results in three-fourths, if not a still larger 
proportion, so shot being only wounded, 
and escaping from the hunters to die linger- 
log and cruel deaths in the Swamps, A 
friend of mine who is a wood-ravger, in- 
formed one of my last year’s guides that he 
had, during the previous season, found no 
less than 14 dead deer in the woods, that
